Vancouver, Nov. u.— The Dominion, 
government solicitor in Vancouver has 
been advised by the department of jus- 
tice in Ottawa to instruct Mr. McGregor^ 
returning officer in Burrurd to govern, 
himself according to the advice of local 
counsel in the matter of receiving votes 
from naturalized Chinese and Jupaneso 
iu the present federal elections. 

Prominent labor men, Liberal aud Con- 
servatives, informed your correspondent 
to-night that their opinion was that this 
wire means turning loose hundreds of 
fraudulently naturalized Orientals on 
the polling booths. 

The executive committee of the Con- 
servative Association of Vancouver wir- 
ed to Mr. McMaeter, of Toronto, au emi- 
nent counsel, asking his opinion regarding 
tho right of naturalized Chinese and Jap- 
anese to vote at the Dominion elections 
under tho statutes passed by the Liberal 
government. The following reply was re- 
ceived late on Saturday night: 

"Question not without doubt; but as 
the presumption is against forfeiture and 
iu favor of the exercise of the franchise, 
um inclined to think tho persons referred 
to can vote." 

The announcemeut was made at the 
Westminster meeting on Saturday night 
by Col. Prior, but Mr. Morrison at once 
replied: "Oh, that's all very well from a 
Tory lawyer." i 

It happens, however, that E. P. Davis, 
the well known Vancouver Liberal, is of 
the same opinion, only more so. 

To get Mr. Davis' opinion, the Colonist 
correspondent called ou th* Rev. Goro 
Kabuiugi, a Japanese convert to Chris- 
tianity, and asked him if he had asked 
Mr. Davis' opinion as- to whether or not 
Japanese British subjects could vote in 
the coming elections. 

After some consideration, Mr. Kabura- 
gi said that he did not mind saying that 
Mr. Davies had,' after looking thoroughly 
into the question, given it as his opinion 
that naturalized Japanese had a right to> 
vote an Dominion elections. 

Asked if there was, any qualifying 
clause in the favorable opinion, Mr. Ka- 
buragi said that there was not, that the 
reply to his question was altogether 
favorable to him, or rather to those in 
whose interests he was acting. 

Mr. Kaburagi further stated that Mr. 
Davis is not the ouly lawyer that he had 
consulted. In fact, many of his Japanese 
friends who nro naturalized have been 
urging him for some time to find out for 
them where they stood as British sub- 
jects on the voting question, and he had 
consulted a number of lawyers in Van- 
couver, and all of them were of the same 
opinion — that naturalized Japanese could 
vote in federal elections. When Mr. Ka- 
buragi was asked if he would name the 
lawyers, ho said one of them was Mr. 
Harris, of Harris & Bull, but tho others 
were engaged by the Japanese before re- 
ferred to, and he would not be the means- 
of publishing any one else's business in 
the papers.

CUBAN CONVENTION. 

General Wood Wires It Was Absolute- 
ly Harmonious and Cheered 
Uncle Sam. 

Washington, Nov. 5. — A cablegram re- 
ceived at the war department late this 
evening from Gen. Wood, military gov- 
ernor of Cuba, reports the enthusiastic 
opening of the constitutional convention, 
at Havana to-day. The despatch is as 
follows: 

"Convention opened promptly at 2 
o'clock. Immense enthusiasm and cheer- 
ing for the United States. Absolutely 
harmonious. Every evidence that satis- 
faction of the people was entire and com- 
plete." 

APPROA'ED IN GERMANY. 

Punishments to Chinese Officials Arc • 
Considered to Be Just. 

Berlin, Nov. 5.— The press despatches 
from China regarding the various anti- 
foreign appointments have been corrob- 
orated by official advices from the minis- 
ter to China, Dr. Mumm von Schwart- 
zehstehl. Tho severe punishments ad- 
judged against the .Poo Ting Fa officials 
responsible for the massacres are unan^ 
imously approved ia Germany. 

Regarding tho present status of affairs 
at Pekin, an official of the German office 
mnde the following statement this after- 
noon: "Conferences are occuring be- 
tween the ministers representing the 
powers in Pekin with a view of gaining a 
basis upon which they can proceed joint- 
ly and harmoniously. For this purpose 
telegraphic communications are now pass- 
ing between Pekin and the home govern- 
ment." As yet the complete accord has 
not been obtained which is required to 
take from Li Hung Cliang every vestige 
of hope that ho can achieve successes by 
negotiating separately with any power. 
Only after such a thorough accord has 
been obtained will the representatives of 
the powers be ready to enter into penco 
negotiations with the Chinese pleuipoten* 
tiuries.

General Kitchener lakes Com- 
mand of the South African 
Army. 



Toronto, Nov. 5.— The Mail and Em- 
pire this morning publishes a despatch 
from Pretoria, under date of October 31, 
that the remaining members of the first 
contingent, "A" and "B" companies, the 
former company composed of volunteers 
from British Columbia, the Northwest 
Territories and Manitoba, left for home 
on that day. 

Pretoria, Oct. 31, via Bloemfoutein, 
Nov. 4. — Geo.. French has arrived at the 
Springs, a few miles from Johannesburg, 
after a difficult inarch from Barberton. 
He has lost 1,500 transport oxen since 
his advance from Machadodorp. It is 
believed that the pwn of moving large 
bodies ot troops about the country will 
now be abandoned, and that the com- 
plete subjugation of the country will bo 
attempted by means of garrisons in dis- 
trict towns, which will be well supplied 
with provisions and made the basis for 
mounted troops, who will scour the 
country around them. 

Lord Roberts, before starting on his 
return to England, thanked his body- 
guard for their efficient services, and 
presented to each of the men an auto- 
graph photograph of himself. The prin- 
cipal members of Lord Roberts' old staff 
will leave to-night for England. 

Col. Hamilton has been appointed 
military secretary to Gen. Kitchener, on 
whom the military command has de- 
volved. The new headquarters staff is 
being rapidly installed. 

Tlie funeral of Prince Christian Vic- 
tor, a grandson of the Queen, who died 
here of enteric fever, will take place to 
morrow. A telegram from the Queen, 
commanding tha^ he be buried in a nol 
dier's grave, arrived just in time to stop 
the arrangements that had been made for 
sending the body to England. 

The mounted forces are being 
equipped. The New Zealand contingent 
left for Rustenburg to-day. 

The greatest satisfaction is expressed 
by the British here because of the re 
1'usal of the Queen of the Netherlands to 
give an official reception to ex-President 
Kruger upon his arr#vnl in that country, 
and also because of the action of the 
Brussels authorities in refusing to per- 
mit any demonstration when Mr. Kruger 
readies Belgium. 

The remaining battalion of the Royal 
Canadian Regiment left for home to-day.

Conservatives Hold Successful 
Gatherlnfls at Victoria West 
and Esquimalt. 



Vote of Confidence In Prior and 
Earle— Liberals Speak to 
Empty Benches. 



One of the most successful meetings of 
the campaign was that addressed by 
Messrs. Earle and Prior at Semple*B ball 
Victoria West, yesterday evening. Ex- 
cellent speeches were delivered by the 
candidates, Beaumont Boggs, Herbert 
Cuthbert and ». H. Mncdowall. Many 
telling points were made against the Lib- 
erals and the speukors were enthusiastic- 
ally applauded. Owing to pressure upon 
its space, the Coloidst is unable to pres- 
ent more than a very much condensed re 
port of the proceedings. 

Mr. Itussell was voted to the chair. 
Messrs. Pridr and Earle, he said, were 
will and favorably known to the electors- 
of Victoria. It was better to elect men 
who proved and tried faithful represent: 
lives than those who were untried. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggs was the first 
speaker, lie referred to a matter of 
local interest— the Craigilowcr road dis- 
pute. The matter apparently had very lit- 
tle to do with politics, and yet it had. It 
was alleged that the local Conservative 
government had done away with th 
Gazetting of the thoroughfare. It was 
wi-oug to charge the provincial govern- 
ment with being a Conseravtive govern- 
ment. The Liberal party in the house 
were responsible for the condition which 
existed to-dajr, and not the Conserva- 
tives, ltcferring to the flag-waving by 
Dr. Lewit) Hall at a Liberal meeting a 
lew days ago, he said it was only a short 
t-nie ago when certain Liberals were 
glad to have the Stars and Stripes float 
ing over their heads. Some of the Lib- 
erals who were in prominence on previous 
occasions were absent now— notably Mr. 
Marchant, who for hid pro-Boer sympa- 
thies had had his salary raised $1200 by tu 
Luurier-Turte government. It was stilt- 
ed thut the Liberals were going to be 
victorious. He had information from 
the East that the Conservatives were go 
ing to be victorious. (Applause.) 

Mr. Thomas Earle was next introduced 
and was .greeted with loud applause. No 
doubt the electors were satiated with 
political speeches, and he was pleased at 
■such a good meeting. They had heard 
f'-oin his opponents on the issues of the 
day, but the latter had avoided many of 
the questions of interest. He appeared 
before them as a Liberal-Conservative— a 
supporter of the party which had been 
ostensible for the up-building of Can- 
da. The Liberals had obtained 



uda". The Liberals had obtained power 
•under false pretenses, and were diametri- 
callv opposed in policy to the policy of 
tiie Great Conservative party, which had 
done so much for the up-building of Can- 
ada—brought about confederation, and 
constructed the C. P. It. (Applause.) iho 
Conservative party had never lost faith 
in the Western country, whereas the Lib- 
erals lost no opportunity of decrying the 
C. P. K., and placed every obstacle in 
the way of its construction. The Liber- 
als had said they would reduce expendi- 
ture. AVhat were the facts? The ex- 
penses of the country had increased from 
.v38,000,000 to i?5G,000,000. Mr. Charl- 
ton had answered Mr. Wilfrid Laurier s 
claim to have brought about prosperity 
very clearly. All the world was now en- 
joying prosperity, which was not due to 
i he result of governmental action. But 
Laurier, on assuming otlice, promised to 
i weep away every vestige of protection. 
He did not do so, but adopted the policy 
of his predecessors. (Applause.) 

Mr. Earle alluded to Mr. Charlson s let- 
ter in the Times. Mr. Earle had said 
that French laborers hud been brought to 
the West to work on the Yukon tele- 
graph line and work was wuspeuded and 
tiie men rushed back East to vote. Mr. 
Charlson did not deny that. Mr. Earle 
thought that work in the West should bo 
done by Western workmen. (Applause.) 

The Times charged him with having 
voted against the i'ukon railway. Mr. 
Earle explained his position in regard to 
that matter at length. The contract 
which the government had entered into 
-with Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann was a 
monstrous one and had the line been 
built, it would have resulted in the loss 
of a great section of va'uable laud to the 
country and not have provided adequate 
facilities for handling the trade of the 
Yukon. The senate did right in throw- 
ing the bill out. He was in favor, as 
■was Col. Prior and the Conservative par- 
ty, of a bona lido all-Cnnadian railway to 
the Yukon. The loyulty cry was next 
■dealt with by Mr. Earle. He did not 
claim that the Liberal party was disloy- 
al; but Mr. Tarte hud certainly given ut- 
terance to traitorous sentiments in his 
speeches at Paris, which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier had not disavowed. Alluding to 
the question of the proposed mint, Mr. 
Earle pointed out that he and his col- 
league had time and time again urged the 
matter upon the attention of the govern- 
ment, but Mr. Fielding at the time had 
spoken very adversely of the scheme. 
They had also at board of trade meetings 
brought the question forward. That the 
Liberal party was fast losing ground 
was shown by the number of wholesale 
desertions which were taking place from 
it ranks, and the speaker read a list of 
those who had recently gone over to th 



f ul and convincing speeches. Replying to 
the charge that he had not done much 
work at Ottawa, he made a good point by 
quoting from Hansard, showing that in 
1S99 Mr. Bostock hud spoken 10 times; 
Mr. Mclnnes, 22; Mr. Maxwell, 8; Mr. 
Morrison, 31, and himself 131 times. At 
the lust session, Bostock spoke 3 times; 
Mclnnes, 23; Maxwell, 9; Morrison, IS, 
and himself 174. 

The meeting closed with cheers for the 
Queen and the Conservative candidates, 
all present agreeing to work for the re- 
turn of Prior and Earle. 

AT ESQUIMALT. 

The Conservative meeting in the Esqui- 
mau school house last night was a com- 
plete success in point of attendance and 
in the enthusiasm which prevailed 
throughout the evening. 

The Liberals had called a meeting in 
Odd Fellows' hull, ^cxt door to the 
school house, when Mr. Drnry, Mr. 
Powell and several other speakers ad- 
dressed a "beggarly array of empty 
benches," there being, by actual count, 
three elector:; of the district present, the 
balance of the audience being made up 
of Bill Prout and «j few others of the 
same calibre, who went out from town 
to make a show and furnish the np- 
pla use. 

The school house, on the other hand, 
was crowded with <*onn fide electors, 
who listened with intelligent interest to 
the Conservative speakers, whose forcible 
arguments, tersely put, won unstinted 
applause. 

Mr. John Day was called to the chair 
and introduced Col. Prior, who compli- 
mented Messrs. T)rury and Riley on the 
absence of personalities in their speeches, 
and heavily scored Mr. Maxwell and Mr. 
Gordon Hunter for their personalities 
and misstatements of fact at Friday 
night's meeting. The latter especially 
had outraged decency by an allusion to 
the Holy Trinity, which bordered on 
blasphemy, and he was surprised that 
Mr. Maxwell, an ordained clergymen, 
could sit calmly and allow such language 
to go unrebuked.

charge brought against him that he did 
nothing for bis constituents. During tin 
session of 1000 Mr. Bostock had ad 
dressed the house 3 times, Mr. Mclnnes 
23 times, Mr. Maxwell 9 times, Mr. Mor 
rison 18 times, and Col. Prior 174 times.

Mr. TT. Pooley proposed a vote of con- 
fidence in Messrs. Earle and Prior, 
which was put to the meeting and car- 
ried unanimously. The meeting ad- 
journed after a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, cheers for the candidates, and 
singing the national anthem.

Canada has been behind most countries 
in the matter of geodetic survey, but 
some progress has been made during the 
last few years. Great Britain began 
such a work in 1784 and completed it in 
100 years. The United States began in 
1807 and now spends §000,000 annually 
upon it with a staff of over 170 men. 
Russia has extended her work far into 
Siberia. Europe has been astronomical- 
ly determined from North Cape to Gib- 
raltar, and Africa from that point to 
Cniro. In South Africa, too, from Cape 
Town to Kimberley along the coast to 
Natal, the system of triangulation has 
been extended. Such a work is not only 
scientifically interesting but is economic- 
1 ally valuable as furnishing true data 
e! on which all municipal, railway and other 
similar work may proceed. Now each 
such work has practically to begin de 
novo. During the past season Vancou- 
ver, B.C., has been astronomically deter- 
mined, and in Ontario, Rose Point, Owen 
Siund and Rayside. From the latter 
point the Ontario government ran a lino 
to James' Bay, near Moose Factory, as 
the dividing line between Algoma and 
Nipissing. The exact astronomical de- 
termination of this line has just been ac- 
complished by ollicers of the Department 
of the Interior. Observations have also 
been made to determine Chalk river and 
Canoe Lake, Ontario. Up to the present 
time about twenty points iu Canada have 
been astronomically determined, but 
these are by no means sufficient on which 
to base a complete triangulation of the 
country. During the recent work of lo- 
cating Vancouver direct telegraphic con- 
nection between the clock in the obser- 
vatory here was established each night, 
and the clock beats in each observatory 
heard in the other for a few seconds in 
order to determine the exact time of the 
observation. It is calculated that the 
sound travelled in about one-third of a 
second.

It is generally believed iu Turkey that 
it was Russia that prevented English in- 
interferenco to stop the destruction of the 
lives and property of the poor Armenians 
for the Czar was averse to an indepen- 
dent Armenia, and was, therefore, wil- 1 ; 
ling thut Turkey should stump out this!, 
uprising in a manner that would prevent 
another for all time. 

When the Armenian difficulties were 
ended Greece sent the Vassoe expedition 
to Crete. This ended In Turkey losing 
another province. Then the Greeks be- 
came so elated that they forced war on 
the Turks, hoping that the Balkan States 
would assist them. In this they were 
dibuppouited, and the Turkish army, un- 
der the skillful direction of German of 
liere, soon overthrew the opposing forces 
and could have entered Athens with- 
out opposition had not the Czar interfer 
ed to prevent them. 

The Greek war added greatly to the 
prestige of Turkey not only In Europe, 
where it became a recognized fact that 
the Ottoman troops when properly led 
Hire the equal of the best, but all over 
the Mohammedan world. There was a 
feeling of exultation that the followers 
of the Crescent had had such an easy 
victory over a Christian army. Germany 
ever on the alert, quickly realized the 
value of the Sultan as a friend in case of 
a European" war, and since then bus been 
striving to make an ally of him. The 
visit of the Kaiser to Constantinople was 
part of this scheme to establish cordial 
relations, which was accomplished, and 
from that time Germany has been the 
open a cknowledged friend of Abdul Hani- 

In looking back on the reign of the bm- 
tan, in one respect it has been very suc- 
cessful. He has been adroit and BkillfUl 
in keeping the whole world at bay for 
yeans, playing one country against anoth- 
er, until "finally they have formed the 
••European Concert," which is quite as 
easy for him to hoodwink as it was the 
different nations separately. 

The progress of Turkey in the lust 25 
years has been tremenduous. The army 
has been modernized under the direction 
Sioulof. the ablest of German officers like Von 
2.50 der Golz Pasha, and many Turkish ofilc- 
ers are now sent abroad to be educated. 
iM2J The whole force has been armed with 
Tu! I Mauser rilles, the arsenals have been ar- 
ranged for making the most modern can- 
non and small arms, and the manufacture 
of smokeless powder has been begun. 1 lie 
Hamidieh or irregular cavalry was ^in- 
bodied some years ago, and many hue 
remounts for them have been purchased 
in Hungary and Russia. An effort is 
now being made to create a new navy In- 
putting the old ships in order and order- 
ing new torpedo bouts to be constructed. 

Financially, the Empire is in a bad 
way, but it must be admitted that some 
improvement has taken place. The Hom- 
ing debt has been unified, some of the 
"four series," have been extinguished by 
the council of the Ottoman Debt, and as- 
sociated with this institution has been 
founded the tobacco regie and the tum- 
bak monopoly. The Russian war in- 
demnity has been paid up, and notwith- 
standing that the treasury is usually sup- 
posed to be bankrupt, there is money to 
be bad when it is wanted. Nearly all 
the Greek money paid as nn indemnity 
for the late war is still held for military 
uses. 

In the building of railways, quays and 
harbors a great deal of good work lias 
been doi e. At Constantinople the quays 
are well built nnd a great advantage to 
commerce. They were constructed by a 
French company. Pine wharves have 
also been built at Bcyroot and Salonica, 
and one is now building at Hiadar t'usha 
at the end of the Anatolia railway. This 
railway opens up an entirely new country 
and brings Constantinople into touch 
with Central Asia Minor. The com- 
pany has unusual advantages and will 
ultimately extend the road to the Persian 
Gulf. There is also the Smyrnn-Kas- 
saba line and the Salonica-Monastir and 
the UGknb-Zebiftehhoh lines. Then 
there are lines from Bcyroot to Damas- 
cus and from Jaffa to Jerusalem, while 
nu uy concessions have been grunted 
which have not yet been utilized. 

Education has advanced with rapid 
strides and schools have been established 
in all large towns; also more advanced 
colleges have been started, like the 
Bacteriological Institute, military and 
civil preparatory colleges, and the colos- 
sal medical, law and commercial colleges 
at Constantinople. 

Brigandage which formerly existed over 
the whole country, has entirely disap- 
peared from European Turkey, and in 
Asia it is now only carried on in a small 
way by a few bands: 

Electric tramcars and lighting are 
much needed in Constantinople, and if 
some competent engineer could have a 
tree hand that city could be transformed 
into the most beautiful town in the world, 
for its natural advantages — situated us 
it is on the Golden Horn and the Beau- 
tiful Bosphorus— -are great.

He has a most pleasant person- 
ality, and those who come in contact with 
him always feel his influence at ouce. 
He has established good relations with 
Germany and Russia, as well as with 
the Balkan States, while English influ- 
ence, which was formerly supreme, is 
now absolutely nil. 

It is only In the choice of his advisers 
that he is unfortunate, for he has sur- 
rounded himself with a gang of adven- 
turers incapable of performing their du- 
ties properly, corrupt and incompetent, 
whom he has taken from low positions 
and raised to high places, while at the 
same time refusing office and honors to 
those whoso ability and faithfulness 
should be rewarded. Many flagrant 
eases could be mentioned where honest 
men of great attainments have been dis- 
missed and dissolute and ignorant men 
put iu their places. His motive is that 
the Sultan wishes to do all the governing 
himself, and as soon as a man becomes 
well fitted by experience for bis office he 
is removed.

The Sultan many years ago, while still 
a young prince, accompanied his uncle, 
Abdul Aziz, to Europe, and while he is 
favorable to progress, education, science 
and mechanical invention, it must be re- 
membered that he is a Turk, and is not 
to be judged by the same rules that a 
European would be. 

We Americans have great opportunities 
in the future for developing and increas- 
ing our commerce in the Ottoman empire, 
and I am positive that when this indem- 
nity question is settled, there will be a 
long period of prosperous trade relations 
and an era of good will with the United 
States. 

We are at present remarkably well re- 
presented in our legation at Constantino- 
ple. The charge d'affaires, Lloyd C. 
Griscom, is conducting the negotiations 
with great tact nnd ability, and is ably 
assisted by that distinguished linguist 
and adroit diplomatist, Alexander A. Gar- 
guilo, the tirst dragoman who has served 
our country for thirty-two years ably and 
honestly. Mr. Griscom has the personal 
good will and friendship of the Sultan 
more than the representative of any oth- 
er country. 

An instance recently occurred, one of 
many, which will illustrate how amiable 
His Majesty is to him. Up to this day 
any kind of electrical appliance is forbid- 
den to enter Constantinople and most of 
the other ports. Many electrical -lamps 
were stopped at the customs house as 
dangerous articles. 

Some of the embassies and legations 
have taken the matter up, but could not 
obtain permission for them to enter. 
Lately a similar case arose with our le- 
gation. Two boxes of electrical lumps 
which came from America were stopped. 
Mr. Griscom. through Mr. Garguilo us 
interpreter, presented the matter to the 
Sultan so clearly and forcibly and with 
such skill and tact, demonstrating that 
they were not dangerous but exceedingly 
useful articles, that His Majesty im- 
mediately issued an irndo for the admis- 
sion of the lamps, bought six for himself, 
and gave an order for several more to be 
sent for to America. 

Better days are in store for Turkey and 
I lie development from this time on will 
be rapid. Abdul Hamid will continue 
to encourage progress and civilization in 
the future as he has done in the past. 
All should wish him a long and prosper- 
ous reign.

Mr. Lane Is a 
conscientious man, and while he does not 
attempt to refute the note being published 
by Dr. Borden, still It Is a despicable action 
for that honorable gentleman to use the- 
note for political effect, In view of the fur- 
ther and fuller report on the great bulk of 
the emergency food and the worthless and' 
rotten samples In his possession.

SITTINGS IN APPEAL. 

Yesterday morning the Full Court had 
its regular statutory meeting, all the 
Judges being present with the exception 
of Mr. Justice Walkem, who was absent 
on circuit. 

Tho learned Chief Justice was very 
emphatic in the statement which he 
made, and which he desired to be known, 
that there are too many sittings of the 
Court of Appeal; that four sittings a 
year are quite ample for the business of 
the country, and the frequent sittings in- 
terfered too much with the ordinary 
business of the Court, so much so that 
the Judges are unable to properly dis- 
charge their duty, by reason of having 
to leave their work In order to come and 
attend the sittings of the Full Court. 
The fault cannot in any way be attribut- 
able to any of Her Majesty's Judges, 
but solely and purely to the system at 
present adopted. The Minister of Justice 
had stated as well that the sittings of 
the Full Court were too frequent. 

The other members of the Court, in- 
cluding Mr. Justice Drake, concurred in 
this opinion. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., M.P.P., 
was in Court and stated he would have 
much pleasure in conveying their Lord- 
ships' opinion to the Attorney-General. 
It is understood that the learned Judges 
had made a recommendation in this same 
direction previous to the last session, 
and regret very much that their recom- 
mendation was not carried out. 

In provinces much more populous than 
British Columbia and where there is a 
great deal more litigation, live sittings of 
the Appellate Court a year are round to 
be ample for all purposes.

A CORRECTION. 

At the theatre meeting on Saturday 
night. 1 spoke so very hurriedly that I am 
not surprised that my few remarks were 
incorrectly reported in an important par 
ticular. It is quite possible that in my 
haste, owing to the lateness of the hour, 
I did not say quite what I intended to. I 
did not read tho printed report of my re 
marks until I saw it in last night's 
Times, or I would have corrected it in 
that paper. I am represented as saying 
that the cost of conveying freight from 
Everett to Victoria would only be 22 cents 
per ton. What I intended to say, and 
thought I did say, was that the cost 
for the additional distance of haulage by 
rail as compared with the present route 
from Everett would only amount to that 
sum, or to less than half the cost of 
transferring the freight from car to 
steamer. The figures as printed in the 
Times will show that 1 was misunder 
stood, or else failed to convey my mean- 
ing. I said that the cost of bundling a 
ton of freight on the roads of the United 
States averaged .47 of 1 cent per mile 
and explained that, after deducting for 
charges already incurred on account of 
the freight, the actual cost of haulage 
of loaded cars already on the track 
would be much less, perhaps not more 
than 2-5 or perhaps 1-3 of a cent per mile 
Now it is in the neighborhood of 100 
miles from Everett to Victoria by the pro 
posed line, and by no possibility can one 
third of a cent per mile for 1G0 miles be 
made to come to only 22 cents. The point 
that I wished to make was that the extra 
haulage would not amount to more than 
half the cost of handling the freight and 
transferring it from the car to the steam 
er.

caution. The citizens are tiiitunillv averse 
to voting bonuses— for every ease In which 
Ibis was done has been marked with failure. 
When this scheme was llrst announced it 
was clearly understood bv the citizens 
generally, and bv the municipal council 
in particular, that the Great Northern Itall- 
wnr Co. was the real promoter of the 
scheme, but Mr. Bodwell on Saturday night 
told us. that was not the case and that thev 
bad nothing to do with It. bevoud forward- 
ing unv freight offering for Victoria. He 
asked tho meeting what benefit it would be 
If the Herat Northern were In the scheme. 
The benefit Is very clear. The backing of 
the enterprise bv a wealthy coninanv of 
business men. with the plant and monev 
iiecessarv to give a thoroughly efficient ser- 
vice would be a vast advantage, which a 
poor company, depending on the cltv Isinus. 
could not do. The Great Northern being out 
of the scheme, the cltv council. l>cfore 
going on a step further, should Insist on 
knowing who the real promoters are. as 
the fr— ..lntlon. and essence of the contract 
now sought to be ratified. There Is no 
object In Mr. Bodwell not disclosing now 
what, must be done when the bill to Incor- 
porate his company comes before the legis- 
lature.

If that 
were all the cltv had to hear, but when 
taken with nil the other heavv and annuiiltv 
Increasing taxation It becomes a matter for 
the serious consideration of those who 
hnve to nav. 

Another matter deserving of much con- 
sideration, is the giving over the use of 
certain streets for the purposes of the rail- 
way, which, no doubt, would be attended bv 
creat Inconvenience to ordinary traffic: 
danger to those using horses, and Iniurv 
to the value of property fronting on the 
streets 111 which the railway operated. I ho 
lienetits of tho scluMiie nre doubtful. \\ 111 
It be worth the cost? There are nmnv 
disadvantages to having connection via the 
Fraser. such a tortuous channel, and the 
sand heads, too rough at times for a ferrv- 
v.-!th railway carriages on its deck: the dis- 
tance from point to point is verv great, and 
would be the longest ferrv In the world. 
At low water could a sea going vessel which 
the ferrv steamer must he. cross .at Buch 
hours of low wnter from the mouth' of the 
river to the sand heads? „,. .' 

I hope the ratepayers will give the whole 
ouestlon their careful consideration, and 
net be led to hastv action, as we have been 
at other times In relation to other schemes 
for HimnoHed advantage. jj^oDONALD.

Texada Island is to boom in the near 
future, aud incidentally more business 
will accruo to Victoria with the opening 
up of another large shipping mine near 
her threshold, for the Puget Souud Iron 
Company is to develop their mineral pro- 
perties ou Texada Island on a very largo 
scale. 

J. H. Lee, superintendent of the mines 
of the company on the island, arrived yes- 
terday and registered at the Victoria, he 
having come from Texada to Ladysmith 
on the steamer Maude and thence by 
train. Speaking of the prospective boom 
in mining on the island, he said yesterday 
afternoon that his company bad secured 
the iron furnaces at Port Townsend and 
had made arrangements to ship eighty 
tons daily from the company's mines on 
Texada to the furnaces to be treated for 
the export trade. According to the ar- 
rangements this amount is to be shipped 
daily for twelve months, and then three 
hundred tons daily will be taken to the 
furnaces. 

February 1 next is the date set by the 
company for the commencement of de- 
velopment work on so large a scale. The 
recently secured furnaces aro expectd to 
be in blast by that time. A force of 35 
men will be taken to the mine to got out 
the ore, and next year it is expected that 
four times that many men will bo need- 
ed. 

A special steamer will be required to 
carry the ore to Port Townsend, said Mr. 
Lee. It was thought that one could have 
been secured here, but it seems that all 
the small freighters and available craft 
are kept busy. The chances are. there- 
fore, that an American vessel will In? se- 
emed. A Canadian craft would suit the 
company better, for with a foreign bot- 
tom they will not be able to carry their 
supplies, freight, etc., from Victoria to 
the camp. The steamers now running 
North from here, though, ho thinks will 
then make Van Anda, near which the 
mine is situated, a regular port of call. 

The mine of the company, although no 
recent discovery, it having been taken up 
by a miner named Trimm, twenty years 
ago, is a very rich and extensive one. In 
assays the ore has given returns of 05 
per cent., and often the analysis has 
shown ()8 per cent., which whows the ore 
to be suitable for making bpfsemcr steel 
— the bossemer range being 58 per cent. 
If the ore went .seven or eight per cent, 
higher, it would be too pure, in fact, and 
alloys would have to be mixed with it. 

And not only is the mine rich, but it is 
cxteneive, nays Mr. Lee. It is estimated 
that there are over 10,000,000 tons of 
ore on the surface. There is practically 
a mass of mineral a square mile. Tests 
have been made to the depth of four 
hundred feet, showing ore. 

The great body of ore is easy of access, 
being practically at the water's edge. It 
i:i expected that there will, therefore, be 
no difficulty in getting the eighty tons 
average daily shipment down to the near- 
by wharves — there are two wharves near 
tile mines — but when next season the 
shipments are to be so largely increased, 
n project is contemplated of building a 
railway to run a locomative and ten cars 
across to Gillis bay to asuist in getting 
out the ore. 

The Puget Sound Iron Company is a 
syndicate which is composed of some of 
the wealthiest men on the Coast. At its 
bead are, among others, Messrs. Goodall 
and Perkins, of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company; .T. E. PrcHecott, D. Mer- 
rill and II. O, Howard, of the Union 
Iron Works, of San Francisco, and other 
California capitalists. 

Mr. Lee says that things are looking 
bright, too, at the copper properties on 
Vim Anda. Things looked to be boom- 
ing for the two smelters. The Van An- 
da Company seemed very busy. Mr. Lee 
went over to the Sound last night to exer- 
cise his franchise. He will meet Mo.S3is, 
Homer Sffaney and Mullnlly in Tacoma. 
This duo have been here looking into 
West Coast iron mines, it is said, on be- 
half of Andrew Carnegie, the Eastern 
iron magnate.

Met Death 

In the Straits 



Two Men From Flattery Lost 
Their Lives in the Lest 
Big Storm. 



Their Bodies and Boat Found 
on Vancouver Island 
Shore.

In the big storm which raged at the 
entrance to the .Straits on October 27, 
the assistant lighthouse keeper at Cape 
Flattery and a companion, who were out 
in an open boat, lost their Uvea. Their 
bodies and boat have been picked up ou 
the Vancouver Island const. On Thurs- 
day last -Mr. Daykin, light-keeper at 
Canuauah, wired to the United States 
Consul that he had in hit, po.sse«siou a 
boat with the words "Flattery Light" 
painted on it. It had been found by the 
Indians right-side up and with a num- 
ber ot articles in it. Although slightly 
damaged, the boat did not* appear to have 
been through much, and the supposition 
was that it had simply broken from its 
moorings. This theory was dissipated on 
Sunday, when a wire was received t'roru 
Noah Bay to the effect that the assistant 
light-keeper at Flattery aud a companion 
had left the light in the boat on October 
27, and had not been heard from since. 
About the same time a second wire 
reached Superintendent Hussey, of the 
provincial police, from Curuiuuah, stat- 
ing that the body of a man, without a 
stitch of clothing on it, had been found 
ou the beach aud that the officers of the 
United States revenue cutter Columbine, 
calling there in search of the missing 
boat, had recognized the body as that of 
the assistant light-keeper. Yesterday 
news came from (Jape Beale of the tiud- 
ing of the body of the other unfortunate 
man. When found the head was missing 
from the body. 

The storm of October 27 wan the worst 
of the season, even in this city the wind 
howling along at a 44-mile gait. Vessels 
which were in the Straits reported that 
the blow was a terlrftc one, so there i« lit- 
tle wonder that the two men in the open 
boat met with disaster. They were pro- 
bably washed overboard by the mountain- 
ous waves and carried over to the Van- 
couver Island shores by the wind and 
seas. 

The names of the men could not be ob- 
tained.

FULL COURT. 

Supreme Court of British Columbia Has 
Jurisdiction in Yukon Dis- 
trict Appeals. 

At the opening of the November sit- 
ting of the Full court yesterday. Chief 
Justice McColl said the court sat too 
frequently, four sittings yearly being 
eullleient for this province. The work of 
the circuit judges was interfered with 
by the too frequent sittings of the Full 
court. 

A number of the cases which were on 
the list for yesterday had to be ad- 
journed until the next sitting, on ac- 
count of the illness of Mr. Cnssidy. 
Bird et nl. vs. Veitb & Borland, an ap- 
peal by the defendants, was also _ad-. 
joarned until the next sitting. In Lovell 
vs. Brnekninn the appeal was dismissed; 
Campbell vs. Redgrave, for a new trial, 
refused with costs; R. C. Furniture Co. 
vs, Tugwell, judgment reserved. 

Judgment was delivered in Courtney 
vs. the Canadian Development Co., on 
the point as to whether the court had 
iurisdiction to decide appeals from the 
Yukon district court. The jurisdiction 
was upheld, and the appeal will be heard 
at the Vancouver sitting. Roggs vs. 
the Rennett Lake Navigation Company 
will also be heard at Vancouver. 

The court adjourned until 11 this 
morning. 

Restrictions Removed. — Mr. W. W. 
Stumbles, special agent of the marine 
and fisheries department, was advised 
yesterday that the restrictions against 
the catching of sea trout had been re- 
moved. Heretofore it has been unlaw- 
ful to take these fish between October 
IS and Mnrch 15, the same close season 
as adopted for brook and lake trout. As 
a matter of fact sea trout are in better 
condition during November than nt any 
other time of the year. Mr. Stumbles, 
learning this fact, recommended that the 
restrictions be removed. The lisb can 
be taken in tidal waters and where they 
enter the streams.

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SPEECHES ON THE 

RAILWAY BY-LAW 



Details of the Project Laid Before the People 
of Victoria at the Theatre on 
Saturday Evening. 



£23 



Owing to the importance o£ the ques- 
tion, the Colonist this morning presents 
an extended report of the speeches on 
the Railway By-law delivered in the 
theatre on Saturday night, 

Mr. BoUwell said: — 

Mr. Chairman, Eadies and Gentlemen, 
This meeting has been called in order 
that 1 might have an opportunity or ex- 
plaining to as many of the citizens of Vic- 
toria as care to hear me, the details of the 
proposition to construct a railway und 
ferry which is now before the City Coun- 
cil. You, Mr. Chairman, will bear me 
out in the statement that 1 have from the 
Lirst, insisted that the public should be 
taken into our confidence in the most 
ample manner in all these proceedings. 
1 slated to the council at the very begin- 
ning of our negotiations, that 1 had noth- 
ing to conceal from them or from the 
ruie-payern, that 1 was ready to return 
a frank and truthful answer to any 
material question regarding this matter 
which any Alderman, or any citizen of 
Victoria might propose to me. It is in 
that spirit that 1 am here to-night. I 
believe that the plan which we have out- 
lined to the people of Victoria is oue that 
will bear discussion on its merits. The 
promoters consider that while 
they are asking certain priv- 
ileges and concessiouu from tho 
corporation, they are at the same 
time giving them something which, in the 
beiiehts it will confer on the city, is ade- 
quate in value to that which the proposed 
company will receive. In short, Mr. 
Chairman, 1 wish to take the utaud that 
ours is a business proposition. If ■ it 
does not commend itself to the intelli 
gence of the business men and other 
citizen*; who are actively interested in the 
xiuterial welfare of Victoria, if they are 
not convinced that the arrangement is for 
their benefit us well as that of the pro 
posed company, then I, for one, am free 
to say that the plan ought to fail. If on 
the other hand, the rate-payers are con- 
vinced of the bona tides and commercial 
advantages of the railway connection 
which we offer, then I consider that I am 
not asking a favor when I request them to 
support the proposed by-law.— (cheers. 
1 believe the plan is a good one. I know 
that the proposition is an honest one. I 
expect to explain it at) it really exists, 
and I have no tricks of speech, or im- 
proper influence to use, in order to cajole 
the votes of the rate-payers. 

In a communication, which has lately 
appeared iu the papers, a gentleman 
B ho is opposed to our scheme suggested 
that I must be possessed of hypnotic 
power, or that I could not have impressed 
the alderman with the advantages or feas 
ibility of the proposed ferry connection. 
1 am afraid, Mr. Chairman, that however 
well intended, that statement cannot bo 
taken as a compliment either to the mem- 
bers of the ulderniauic board or to me. 
I. ' am sure that if auy- 
iufltieiict'd them in their deliber- 
ations it was the undoubted 
sincerity which was shown by the pro- 
moters, and the fact that the arguments 
used in support of the proposition were 
Much as to commend themselves to the 
common sense of ordinarily intelligent 
men, and were calculated to encourage 
a commendable and patriotic desire on 
the part of the council to promote the 
material interests, and establish the com- 
mercial importance of the city in which 
they have made their homes. (Applause. 

RESOURCES OF VANCOUVER IS- 
t, LAND. 



But sir, although 1 disclaim the pos- 
session of any such power as that attri- 
buted to me, I think nevertheless that an 
influence of a mysterious and malign 
character has been long at work among 
the citizens of Victoria and the inhabi- 
tants of Vancouver island generally, and 
that it has been sufficient to create an 
almost undisturable lethargy among the 
pecple. It has been dinned into our earn 
so continuously that the Island of Van- 
couver has few resources ami no com- 
mercial future. Condition of thought 
has been produced in which wo refuse 
to credit indisputable facts, and to he 
guided by the dictates of our ordinary 
intelligence. Why, sir, is it not plain 
beyond argument to any reflective mind 
that we hold on the Island of Vancou- 
ver a wealth of latent resource which can 
scarcely be equalled within the limits of 
an equal superficial area in any part of 
the world V (Cheers.) Consider for a 
moment some of the thiugs which are al- 
ready partially exploited. The vast ex- 
Tent and superior quality of our coal pro- 
duction is now too well known, and too 
I'niversally admitted to require from me 
anything more than a passing observa- 
tion. But what is perhaps not so well 
known is, that wo have already on a 
shipping basis a number of metalliferous 
n-ines, which for the amount of develop- 
ment work done have no superior in the 
far famed Kootenay country, excepting, 
perhaps, the phenomenal "Le Koi." 
Moreover there are scattered up and 
<lo\vn the West Coast and in various 
places in the interior numerous quartz 
prospects which, if they existed in a 
fashionable mining locality, would have 
already encouraged the expenditure of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in their 
exploitation. 

Thorn are in close vicinity placer indi- 
cations which, if they were found in the 
Yukon, iu Atlin, or Nome, would cause 
a stampede of hundreds within the next 
-IS hours. "Within a very tew miles of 
the city of Victoria, iron bus been dis- 
covered which is the .size of vein and 
structural formation, and in the extent 
of cropping, and quality of ore are suf- 
ficient to give it rank among the leadin 



at her very doors a manufacturing es- 
tablishment, whose name is synonymous 
with that of this city produces an article 
of commerce which furnishes the stand- 
ard in quality for the foreign trade of the 
world. (Applause.)' 

But, sir, it is not my purpose, nor 
would time permit that I should pursue 
this subject, I mention, it only for the 
purpose of saying that all the false sug- 
gestions which have obtained with re- 
ference to the Island apply with even 
more force in the case of the city of Vic- 
toria. 

It has been so often repeated as almost 
to have become an axiom among the pub- 
lic that, outside of the attractions 
which it holds out to the health and pleas- 
ure seeker, Victoria has nothing to offer, 
that she is effectually distanced in the 
race of cities; that her commercial im- 
portance cannot exist. We have heard 
this statement so frequestly from the lips 
of dhose who wish it to be the case; 
has been echoed so constantly by the pe 
simints of our own civic household, that 
the people have almost come to accept 
it as an incontrovertible proposition. Yet 
no greater libel was ever pronounced 
against the fair fame of a city. (Cheers.) 
TRA'NS-PAOIFlO TRADE. 
There a question now which is hold 
ing with a most absorbing interest, tin 
attention of those concerned in great com- 
mercial undertakings, and that is the pos- 
sibilities of the trans-Pacific Ocean trade. 
We have seen its awakening in our midst 
within the past few years. When not 
long ago the Canadian Pacific Railway 
tablished the Empress line of steamers 
there were not wanting many critics 
who pronounced it a rash nnd foolish en- 
terprise on the part of that great corpora- 
tion. It was said that the undertaking 
could not be a commercial success with- 
in the experience of anyone then living, 
and that the line would have to depend 
for its existence upon the mail and other 
HiiKsidies which if received. Yet what 
has happened under our very eyes and in 
a few short years? I believe none of 
those steamers have made an unprofit- 
able trip. I understand that their capa- 
city is not now cquul to the business 
which is offered to them. 

In the meantime other lines 
of ocean carriers have been estab- 
lished and are undertaking similar voy- 
ages. There is the Dodwell line run- 
ning three steamers; the N. Y. K. line, 
with a steamer every month; the Aus- 
tralian iine, to say nothing of the great 
ships which are now being constructed 
for the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, and numerous tramp vessels. 

All of these are, or are to be, engaged 
in this trade, and with the connection 
which We offer, it ought not to be long be- 
fore an independent line is established 
having iU headquarters for Canada at 
the port of Victoria, 

It is interesting to unto the 
political condition in this con- 
nection. We see that to-day in England, 
Germany and the United States are 
standing together in their demand for the 
"open door," in the trade of the Orient. 
We know that the world is not strong 
enough to oppose that combination, and 
that there is to be in the future unrestric- 
ted interchange of commodities with those 
teeming millions who need everything we 
can produce, ami who are ready to offer 
in exchange that wondrous stoic of 
wealth which tired the imagination of the 
early navigators when they set out in 
their frail crafts, braving the storms 
and dangers of the unknown se:h< in their 
quest of the waterway to India. lA; 
phiuse.)

ferry cable of thansporting loaded 
freight and passenger cars puts Victoria 
on an equal footing for terminal busi- 
ness with Vancouver and other cities of 
the Coast, and allows ner to take full 
advantage of the geographical position to 
which I have just alluded. If Victoria 
does not attain commercial importance 
with that connection, then fault will lie 
only with her business methods, but in 
the present condition no amouut of prud- 
ence, enterprise or industry on the part 
of our citizens can overcome the natural 
obstacles which oppose ou.- progress. 

STRAGETIOAL FEATURES. 
Not only are these matters important for 
consideration, but the connection which 
I am proposing has strategical features 
which should not be overlooked. Nations 
arm themselves with the greatest caro 
for offensive warfare, but. often and very 
rightly , too they expend much larger sums 
ou works of a purely defensive charueter 
I consider that the construction of u 
railway and ferry connection with the 
mainland in an essential feature of de- 
fence on the part of the city of Victoria. 
The rapid advance that has been 
occasioned by the development of the 
Yukon and Atlin countries has been most 
favorable for us. We are now doing a 
very large proportion of that business, 
but, Mr. Chairman, a glance at the map 
of the Island will show that it is im- 
possible to cut us off almost completely 
from our share of that trade. We will 
suppose that the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way obtains control of the charter which 
has been granted to Mr. Dunsmuir lust 
session of tho Dominion Parliament and 
that they then proceed to construct a rail- 
way from Comox to the northern end of 
the island, and establish a car-ferry ser- 
vice between Comox and Vancouver. Oue 
can easily see what an immense advan- 
tage such a step would give that city 
in the northern trade if matters remain 
as they are to-day. Being able to trans- 
mit freight in original packages straight 
through to the north of the Island, they 
could make very much better rates than 
could those merchants who must transhif 
and handle several times the articles of 
commerce which they are forwarding to 
the same market. The C. P. R. could 
also offer inducements to passengers und 
customers from the north to Vaucoeuver 
which it would not be possible for Vic- 
toria to give. But with a railway con- 
nection with the mainland such as we 
propose Vlctoriu, will stand 
the same relative position 
Vancouver as she does 
day, ami can bid for the Northern 
trade under the same conditions which 
now enable her to control it. If, there- 
fore, the plan which is before the rate 
payers had no substantive advantagi 
to offer, it would be worth ten times til' 
sum which is asked in order to secure 
Victoria's position in the future, and savi 
for her merchants the commercial udvan 
tages which their owji enterprise and in- 
dustry have already obtained for them. 

PLAN GOOD II-' ONLY EXPEKI 
MENTAL. 



Is there in this audience a man whose 
mind is sufficiently comprehensive to 
measure the possibilities of expansion in 
that trade V Is there one whose imagina- 
tion is sufficient to attain the lofty height 
from which he can view the glorious 
panorama which the uear t'uure will un- 
fold to the eyes of the admiring' world'.' 

If such a one there is I ask him to 
pause at the very highest stretch of his 
intellectual Might and recall the fact that 
tho city of Victoria is one of the prin- 
cipal gateways to that commercial do- 
ma ii.. (Applause.) 

Her geographical situation is such that 
nature intended her to receive u loyal 
and generous tribute from the great bulk 
of that tremendous traffic. Victoria 
is the lirst port of call, and last point of 
departure, for the greater number of the 
ocean-going craft engaged. When he 
leaves this place, the navigator enters a 
channel which is intricate and difficult, 
and which, with a large increase; in traffic 
may be styled absolutely dangerous. I am 
told that even now from Victoria on, 
tho rate of marine insurance is increased 
by one-eighth of one per cent., and there 
are heavy pilotage charges. Figurt 
that expense on a steamer worth $1,000,- 
onij with a cargo of $750,000 which many 
of them curry, and multiply the sum by 
the number of .ships which will shortly be 
engaged in the trade, and one can form 
some slight estimate of the tremenduous 
tax upon commerce which this one im- 
post entails, to say nothing of the reluct- 
ance of ship owners to expose their pro- 
perty to extraordinary risk even though 
fully covered by insurance. 

VICTORIA'S DIFFICULTY. 
Why i.s it, then that to-day im, the in- 
fancy of this trade, the ships are passing 
us, and promoting by the business they 
afford the prosperity of other places less 
favored by nature'.' In what manner 
can we stretch out a detaining hand up- 
of this source of wealth which is now 
passing our door?

1 say, sir, that almost any expense 
would be justified iu even an experimen- 
tal attempt to obtain so great a result. 
How much more iv a plan worthy of sup- 
port which offers all these advantages 
without materially increasing the bur- 
dens of the tax-payers, ami in circum- 
stances which insure the successs of the 
enterprise from its very inception. 

I should prefer, Mr. Chair- 
man, to continue the discus- 
sion on broad lines similar to 
those I have outlined, I think that such 
msideratious ought to be sufficient to 
convince the rate-payers that the pro- 
posal of my clients is worthy of support. 
I maintain that in matter of this kind we 
should be able to discount the future, 
and that we should iu considering the 
question endeavor to reach a lofty and 
comprehensive point of view. It does 
not seem to me fair that 1 should be com- 
pelled to show that there will be an act- 
ual and immediate return to the rate- 
payers in kind, for every dollar which 
they invest. Such are not the 
iiiniieuces which control the judg- 
ment of enterprising men who 
engage in large undertakings. With- 
out considerable risk there is no reason- 
able prospect of a large return. in busi- 
i.tss enterprises there must always be a 
certain amount of speculation. It is truu 
that the man who never takes chances, 
as a rule, makes no great losses, but at 
the same time his limit of business ener- 
gy is vastly circumscribed, and he never 
reaches beyond a respectable mediocrity 
in the commercial world. So it is with 
nties. Those thai are careful and prud- 
ent beyond reason, pursue a humdrum 
existence, ami never become tho centres 
either of population or business which 
might have been their destiny if their 
courage had been equal to their oppor- 
tunities. I think, therefore, that it is 
a wise and prudent resolve, for a city 
seeking commercial importance to reach 
out and extend its enterprise in every 
possible direction. In some instances i't 
may make mistakes, but without these 
semi-speculative risks it will not accom- 
plish anything great. If one venture is 
a success, it more than counter-balances 
a number of small failures. 

If, therefore, I could not 
show anything more than that 
there was an indirect, und even possible 
opportunity of securing for Victoria the 
great advantages which I have indicated 
1 think 1 could with certainty expect 
that your judgment would be favorable 
to the scheme I am advocating. 

DIRECT ADVANTAGES. 
But, sir, it so happens that not only 
are all these indirect and possible advan- 
tages intimately connected, and so close- 
ly identified, with the proposition that 
they commend it to the best judgment 
of reasonably prudent, business men, but 
there are also direct and immediate 
results— actual returns in dollars and 
cents— m connection with this matter 
which ought to, and I believe, will satis- 
fy the minds of the most querulous of our 
opponents, who require a gilt-edged se- 
curity and one hundred per cent, on their 
money before they will make an invest- 
ment of this character. 

At the present time our merchants 
labor under disadvantages which impose 
a continual tax upon their enterprise. 
I: is impossible to develop certain lines 
ot business which ought to exist in our 
midst, and would be very profitable if 
they were in operation. 

For instance we are supposed to have 
in Victoria terminal rates over all the 
transcontinental lines. Nominally, that is 
true; practically, we have an additional 
charge which is heard of in no other 
coast city. Every merchant who gets a 
consignment of goods in Victoria pays a 
wharfage tax of fifty cents a ton on all 
through shipments inwards and outwards 
in other words, ou the great bulk of his 
business he is taxed a dollar n ton for 
tieiK it carriage over and above that 
which is paid in Vancouver and Seattle 
or any other of the coast towns. This 
amounts to a very large sum when the 
aggregate shipments nre considered. I 
know of one merchant in this city whose 
wharfage charges come to the sum of at 
•east 3300 a month. Now, sir, this will 
be obviated by the present plan. With a 
railway, having its entrance over the 
streets of Victoria and its station at the 
-Market, all shipments of goods will ho 
•delivered to the merchant wharfage fee. 
YVhen this was mentioned to one of our 
citizens tho other day, ho said: "This is 
not true. It will only be tie Great 
.Northern goods, and they amount to a 
very ( Small percentage coming to Vic- 
toria. But j t ,];,] rjot seem to oecnr , 
that gentleman that if the wharfage 



charge were obviated In tfm case of good., 
transferred over tbt Great Northern Rail- 
way, nnd the tax were retained upon 
shipments coming over nny other road, 
then tho Great Northern would be the 
main currier of the freight for Victoriu. 
If the other lines wish to compete with 
that company, they also will 
bo Tequired to establish dir- 
ect railway connection with the 
city of Victoria, or lose their business, 
or if that is not done the wharfage 
chnrge will be abolished throughout the 
whole city, aud in any or all of these 
events the sum now paid on that account 
will be saved to the merchants of Vic 
toria. We will, therefore, by the in- 
troduction of this railway, have accom- 
plished a direct and positive advantage 
which can be measured in dollors and 
cents in favor of the advancement and 
enlargement of the trade of the city of 
Victorin. 

There are also various branches of local 
business which could rapidly be extend- 
ed und enlarged if this railway were con- 
structed, hut which, as things are at pres- 
ent, cannot be undertaken at all. 

Mr. Bodwell then proceeded to show 
that there were several industries which 
could bo assisted by the ferry eonnoc 
tion. At present the Victoria Lumber 
Company were burning up, or throwing 
away, great quantities of lumber which 
could be shipped East at a profit if cars 
could be loaded nt the mill. 

There is also the shingle business— a 
large trade which cannot be undertaken 
at all, as this product will not stand 
handling. From Vancouver and What- 
com there has been shipped this year, in 
this line alone, 800 cars of freight. 

The halibut fishing, too, could be suc- 
cessfully followed here if refrigutor. cars 
could be obtained and loaded at Victoria. 
There would be also greater facilities for 
handling the ore production on the Island 
and in many other ways which may be 
suggested local industry and trade could 
be advanced. 

GREAT NORTHERN CONNECTION. 

Continuing, the speaker said: "I feel, 
therefore, Mr. Chairman, that when I 
appear before you as the advocate of a 
ear-ferry system, I am on common 
ground with most of the citizens of Vic- 
torin, nnd I now proceed to discuss a 
matter about which much has been suhl 
during the past few days. I have hear 1 
our plan severely criticized because 
am not instructed by the Great Northern 
Company to make this application in 
their name, and cannot tell the peoph 
that the road and ferry will be built, op- 
erated, and managed, by that company 
Out of deference to what appears to la 
n popular sentiment, I should be glad it 
that were so. As I shall presently show, 
however, it is only a sentime.it and lias 
no practical application. An I. moreovi 
I am exceedingly anxious to impress up- 
on this audience tin, » such a consumma- 
tion cannot obtain within onv reasonable 
length of time. Then? are reasons why 
the Grent Northern cannot take the 
course suggested. If the Great North- 
ern business does not come directly 
into Victoria, it is certain that the 
C. P. R. will not. and by de- 
manding compliance with a condition 
which is impossible, the people stand to 
lose the material advantage which is of- 
fered by the connection, which we pro- 
pose. I say that it is n sentimental no- 
tion entirely, and I think 1 enn prove 
that the man who would support the 
scheme under one condition of things is 
occupying a wholly inconsistent position 
if he opposes the by-law now before the 
people. We will suppose, for the Mike 
of argument, that this plan wen? being 
put forward by the Great Northern rail 
way company, as such. In that cusp 11k 
practical result to the citizens of Vic 
toria would bo os follows:— 

In the first place, there would be an 
actual physical connection of the Irack 
and road-bed of the transcontinental lin 
with the extension to this city. It need 
no demonstration to show you that tnat 
ible stale of affairs will be obtained 
by the construction proposed. 

Again, in the former case you would 
• the cars of the Great Northern rail- 
way hauled into Victoria, and you would 
have freight delivered in original pack- 
iges— that condition ulso will obtain tin- 
ier the present arrangement, for the 
Groat Northern Company have agreed 
to handle all their Victorin traffic exclu- 
sively over the connection proposed by 
our plan, and much of it will enter the 
city in Great Northern cars. 

In the former ease, also, yon would 
have tin' heads of departments in the 
large company interesting themselves In 
the transportation business here, and 
while extending their own transactions, 
they would be nssisting flic enterprise 
of Victoria. So it will be now. Why 
does that company favor this connec- 
tion? Why nre they interested in the 
success of our plan, if it is not that they 
are seeking better facilities for traffic, 
and mure opportunities for enlarging 
their sphere of activity? The extent of 
that connection, and its consequent ad- 
vantages to us depend not upon tho 
Great Northern, but upon the good will 
of our own people and the support which 
they are ready to give to the enterprise 
which we have in hund. 

In short. Mr. Chniimnn, T can think of 
no practical advantage which would re- 
sult from one set of circumstances which 
is not to be obtained if the other is in 
operation. It has been suggested that 
we should have the guarantee of the 
Great Northern to the covenants on the 
part of the company which are contain- 
ed in the agreement with the city. Sir, 
such a provision is entirely superfluous. 
The conditions of the agreement itself 
nre a perfect protection to the corpora- 
tion. The rate-payers come under no 
liability whatever until the rend is built 
and in operation, and the moment it 
censes to operate, or whenever its powers 
are used to the disadvantage of Victoria' 
all payments of the bonus cease, and nil 
franchises granted to the company will 
be wholly abrogated. Such n clause as 
tnnt proposed by our opponents wouh 
only burden the contract with unneces- 
sary conditions, and would afford no ad 
•tmonnl safeguard to tin 
(Cheers.) 



ns I have said, In the present case, the 
city Is under no obligation to pay a cent 
until the railway Is constructed find iu 
operation; and from that time forward the 
sum 1b divided into yearly payments. If 
afterwards, for any reason, the railway 
censes to operate, or ceases to be the mala 
thoroughfore of the truffle which Is the 
consideration for giving the bonus, then all 
f'.'turo payments stop, and all franchises 
and privileges are at an end. Therefore, 
Iu all these matters, which are essential, 
the present proposition has advantages over 
any which has yet been presented, and 1 
cannot understund how a ruteuuvers who 
bus been an advocate for any of the ferry 
connections heretofore outlined, can refuse 
the present nlan a loval uud ireuerous suu 
pert. (Applause.) 

LOCAL BUSINESS. 

In this connection, there Is a matter to 
which I have not so far referred, but which 
Is, nevertheless, of considerable Inportance. 
The proposed Hue of construction on the 
Mainluud Is such that when the road Is 
completed, it will opeu up a very importuut 
agricultural district, which Is capable of 
producing much more largely than It does 
at present. It will afford a considerable 
amount of local business to the road, and 
by this means a trade will be created with 
the city of Victoria. Our oponents affect 
to believe that the construction of this 
road will not bring business from the Deltn 
and Surrey municipalities to Victoria, 
am at a loss to understand so great 
change of front from the general concensus 
of opinion which obtained a year ago 
will be remembered that about thut time 
a committee was formed of prominent clt 
Izens who undertook to obtnlu the construe 
Hon of a railway und ferry ou Hues some 
what similar to the preseut plan. In con 
iiectlon with that proposition, two gen 
tlemen of very high standing, Mr. Hell and 
Mr. Keefer, wore engaged to make a 
llmlnary report upon the situation both as 
to the cost of the construction of the rail- 
way and as to the business It was likely to 
secure. These eentlemen were thorouirlilv 
competent; they made very careful enqulr 
les uud estimates, and presented a report 
over their own signatures, They have no 
Interest of any sort with the promoters of 
the present scheme, and they are, I think 
competent nnd reliable witnesses In our be 
half. It was almost universally conceded 
Inst year that their Ideas were correct, nnd 
especially their ODlnlon as to the Drobablllt 
of the trade connection which the ruilroui 
would create with the munlclDalltli 
to the south of the Fraser. 
can see no reason for a differ 
ence now. and I believe that there 
Is no one who seriously doubts 
correctness »f the conclusions at which 
these commissioners arrived. In their re- 
ports these gentlemen say:

CHILLIWACK MUNCII'ALITY.

It seems too clear for argument, Mr. 
Chairman, that a great detl of trade be- 
tween Delta and Surrey, and Victoria Is 
bound to be developed by the construction 
of this road. The agreement with the city 
provides that the railway shall run through 
the very centre of those municipalities. We 
are bound to give favorable freight charges 
aud low rules of passenger travel between 
these uolnts and Victoria. We huve here 
u market lor neurly everything which they 
produce, and it coes without savins that 
WC can offer the residents of these 
districts merchantable urtleles In aH 
treat variety uud on us reasonable terms 
as nny city In the province of Itrltish Co- 
lumbia. 

PRESENT FKEIGIIT RATES. 
At the present time, those people labor 
under very many disadvantages. Their 
market Is extremely limited, and it Is Im 
possible therefore for them to produce any 
thing like the amouut which their r,ch 
laud is capable of. The rates of freight 
are high. In some cf the letters which 
have been written, it Is stntcd thut the 
Grout Northern only churgos $1 a ton from 
Praser river points to the city of Victoria. 
Ibis Is an entire mistake. The rate 
$2 per ton, nnd the business is carried v, u 
under many disadvantages. The facilities 
for transfer are not nearly sufficient, and 
the result is thut the curs of the company 
are often kept waiting f ur considerable 
periods for opportunity to tranship freight 
all of which creates expense and difliculty. 
It bus been said, ulso, that the C. V N 
brings thut freight on the river bouts at 
from 75 cents to $1 per ton. 1 do not 
rnow from what source those figures were 
obtained, but I am iuformed ou good au- 
thority that they are not correct. In any 
event, they cunnot possibly Include the 
wharfage charges which are attached, and 
which amount to ubuut SO cents a ton al- 
together. Hut another, and more serious 
difliculty Is the lack of facilities for haul- 
ing. It Is u very dtfUeult and expensive 
country in which to keep up roads. So 
far, they have been endeavoring to curry 
ou business by means of plauk roads, but 
these ure expensive to construct uud wear 
out very auleklvwlth heavy traffic. The 
result Is thut the roud tux of these muni- 
cipalities is a very serious burden, aud 
one which Is constantly Increasing. The 
railway, however, will obviate all these dif- 
ficulties. It will puss closely to the places 
where the freight is produced, and there 
will be abundant facilities for loading und 
shipping which will stive the farmers any 
lone huulace.

Mr. JJodwoll then proceeded to explain 
at some length the details of the proposal. 
He showed the route which would be tak- 
en, the distance which would be travelled 
by menus of the ferry, tho fucilltles for the 
handling of freight, in loaded curs, and 
claimed that ample and suitable accommo- 
lntion would be provided for passenger 
trnvel to the number of 400 ou each trip. 
He said that some persons hud objected 
thut apparently the schoiue did not con- 
template the transfer of passenger cars, 
hut It was clear that this could not be the 
case, since the tracks upon the ferry could 
used for oassencer as well us for 
Height cars. The probabilities were, how- 
ever, that the oussencers themselves 
would prefer to leave tho crowded scuts of 
railroad carrlaee. in order to oulo.v 
the saloon aud cabin accommodations 
which would be provided on the ferry 
steamer. The trio across the water, under 
ordinary circumstances, would occupy 
about two hours, and It was not likely that 
assengers would wish to remain In their 
scuts In a car for thut period. If the 
amount of travel Justified the putting on of 
nlm: curs, which would make the trio 
at nlRlit, they could bo as easily run upon 
ihe ferrj- as any other ear. 

It had also been said that the speed of 
the bout was not sufficient, but if the aver- 
age time which Is now made by the C. J*. 

boats between Victoria nnd Vancouver 
ucre considered, It would be found that 
proposed ferry would make ns rapid 
runslt ns those steamers, and they are now 
onsidered to be very fair means of con- 
e.vance. Mnnv Dersons do not uupreclnte 
the ereat Increase of osl. both In construc- 
tion und lu operation, which additional 
requires. We had In Victoria not 
long ago n proposition on the part of the 
1'. N. Company to put on an elS-knot 
oat between Victoria and Vancouver. 
The estimated cost of that boat was 
ibout $500,000, and the insurance alone' 
imouuted to $25,000 a year. The city 
lid not then think it was worth their 
while to grant aid which would even cov- 
er the insurance on' such a steamer. It 
would not be reasonable now for the 
city to pay a bonus which would he suf- 
ficient to permit the inauguration of a 
service such as Alderman Williams sug- 
gested, of IS or 20 knots nn hour. The 
travel at the present time, and probably 
for some time to come, does not justify 
such n piece of extravagance, ami it 
would not be ordinary business prudence 
either on the part of the citizens or the 
company to provide an unnecessarily ex- 
pensive ineiuici of conveyance. The pros-! 
cut agreement requires that, a perfectly 
sea-worthy and etllcieut steam ferry 
should bo put upon flic route. Our' 
agreement with the Great Northern also 
requires that the plans and specifica- 
tions of the proposed ferry should be ap- 
proved by them and should be sufficient 
for the requirements of the traffic. It is 
clear that we have not been fairly rep- 
resented in this matter by those who are 
attacking us. When this agreement is 
considered, it will be seen that ample 
provision is made for a ferry service 
which is not only sufficient, hut is ac- 
tually beyond the requirements of the 
business in sight. 



fer freight from an ocean steamer across 
our own ferry to tho Mainland. It did 
not seem to occur to the writer of that 
statement that a veiy great many trips 
might bo made in the course of a single 
day, even with one ferry. But, does he 
•suppose for a minute that if the trade 
justified it more ferries could not easily 
be built nnd placed upon the route or 
that any company operating the road 
would be so blind to their own interests 
as not to provide amply for nil tho traf- 
fic which they could possibly arrange to 
carry? The agreement only expresses 
the minimum accommodation; it is not 
intended at all to state the maximum. 
It provides for nil that is necessary at 
tho beginning, and it is certain thnf the 
accommodations will be increased as fast 
as the businet« requires, 

POWERS AND PRIVILEGES 
ASKED. 

Now, for this service, tho 
details of which I huve so 
briefly alluded to, very little 
aid is asked from the city. There are 
those who endeavor to magnify the im- 
portance of the concessions which are 
being granted. They take the actual 
cost of the Market ground and buildings 
and compute the rate of interest upon 
thut; they also put a theoretical value 
upon the right of way over the streets, 
and adding all these sums to the cash 
bonus, affect to believe that the city is 
giving'.very great concessions, indeed, to 
the proposed company. That, Mr. Chair- 
man, is one way of looking at the case, 
but it is not a fair (vitimate. It irf true that 
the market building nnd grounds cost the 
city about $100,000, but what are they 
now? A dead asset. The purposes for 
which they were intended have not bee'n 
fulfilled; they are bringing practically no 
return to tho city, and there is no rea- 
sonable hope that they can be utilized 
in any form which will provide interest 
upon the amount invested. Under our 
arrangement wo will take that building 
over; it will be kept in first-class re- 
pair, and at tho end of tho term it will 
be restored to the condition in which it 
now is if the city wish to take it over. 
But the probabilities are that such will 
not bo the case. By establishing a set- 
tled business wo will improve tho value 
of the surrounding property nnd at the- 
end of twenty-five years we will hive 
made those premises valuable, nnd then- 
wo are obliged, if we want them for an- 
other term, to pny a rental to the city 
based upon the value of the property 
which we will create by tho works wo 
are maintaining there. Thus, it will bo 
seen that wo nre taking a dead asset of 
the city using it ns a means of enhanc- 
ing the value of surrounding property, 
and creating in itself a valuable n.sset on 
which a return in the future is bound to 
be made to tho city. The construction 
and operation of the tail way over the 
streets does no appreciable damage and 
the city will be thus saved a considerable 
cash outlay, for we are required at our 
own expense to. repair and keep in re- 
pair that portion of the street which we 
occupy. If paving is done in those streets 
wo must pave our part at our own ex- 
pense, and must keep our portion in g\iod 
repair at nil times. 

There is another dead n^set of the city 
also, which we are likely to render valu- 
able by our operations. That is the Vic- 
toria & Sidney railway. At the present 
time, the city is paying a bonus every 
year to that road, and it is not able and 
cannot, with its present connection with- 
in nny reasonable length of time, pay 
more than its running expenses; but, 
with the business which we will give that 
road, there is every opportunity for it to 
earn something towards the reduction 
of its interest debt. We, are bound hy 
the agreement to make reasonable traffic 
arrangements with that Toad. All the 
business which we give it is just so much 
in addition to anything which it can do 
by itself, and this you will see again, sir, 
that we are by our undertaking improv- 
ing the value of another asset which is 
now a dead weight for the city to carry. 
I think, therefore, Mr. Chairman, that I 
am right in saying that the only burden 
in this connection which the people will 
actually feel is the payment of the $15),- 
0(10.00 a year bonus, nnd that, after till, 
is a very small affair. In an editorial 
which appeared in the Colonist this morn- 
ing, the rate is calculated, and it is 
shown that upon a If 1,000 property tho 
tax will be 45 cents a year. It is idle 
to speak of this as being an appreciable 
bunion on the people of Victoria. There 
are no tax-payers in the City of Victoria, 
except tlie very largest property holders,, 
who will have any real knowledge of an 
increase in their rate, nnd they will be 
amply compensated by the rise in value 
of property which will be created by tho 
business wo will bring to the city.

ENTRAiSUE TO THE RIVER. 

In this connection it bus been stated 
that the navigation at the mouth of the 
l< ruser is such that the ferry could not 
be operated successfully except in day- 
light. This is an entire mistake. The 
site which wo have chosen for our land- 
ing is an excellent one. It is perfectly 
protected from storm and in front of the 
proposed wharf there is a depth of 50 
feet of water. Capt. Gaudin, who is now 
upon the platform, is my authority for 
saying that with certain improvements 
which are almost sure to be made, the 
navigation ut Hie mouth of the Eraser 
will lie as simple and safe as the entrance 
to Victoria or Vancouver harbors. The 
Dominion government now have unde/r 
contemplation the moving of the light* 
house from its present position to the 
mouth of the river, and if, iu addition to 
this, a gas buoy is put at the bend there 
will be no more difliculty in reaching the 
point where we propose to land than in 
entering the harbor at Vancouver. In 
any event, the proposed ferry will he 
equipped with powerful searchlights 
which will enable her to pick out the 
buoys and follow tho channel without 
any difliculty, on the darkest night. The 
difficulty is not practical in any sense. 
The proposed arrangements contemplate 
a service by daylight ou tho whole trip, 
but if the exigencies of thr trade require 
the putting on of more ferries, and run- 
ning more frequent trips it is certain 
that the few necessary aids to navigation 
will he readily supplied by the department 
of marine and fisheries. 

Hero I pause to observe that some of 
tho gentlemen who have written to the 
papers have attempted to throw ridicule 
on our scheme by figuring out the length 
of time which would tic required to trans- 



Mr. Bodwell then proceeded to take up 
the objections to the scheme which had 
been formulated in nn open letter ad- 
dressed to him by Mr. Higgins, and 
which appeared in Saturday's Colonist. 

He said: "Mr. Chairman, I 
have no words in which to 
express the regret I feet at 
the unfortunate circumstances which pre- 
vent Mr. Higgins being present at this 
meeting. If he were seated on the plat- 
form, 1 am sure that I could in n few 
minutes convince him that the difficul- 
ties which he sees in the proposition do- 
not exist in fact. Most of them have 
been already provided lor, either in the 
agreement, or by the general law of tho 
land. 

He first finds fault that I have not dis- 
closed the names of the promoters of this 
scheme. With all respect to Mr. Hig- 
gins, I think that that is a matter with 
which lie really has no concern. 

The rate-payers are not particularly in- 
terested in the names of the promoters,, 
but they are vitally concerned with the- 
details of the proposition. In these mat- 
ters, I am unxioiw aud willing to give the 
fullest information. 1 think I know,, 
however, what Mr. Higgins real trouble 
is in this particular. 1 may say, for his 
satisfaction, that certain gentlemen are 
not in any way connected with this* 
scheme. Neither Mr. Paterson, nor 
Mr. Riley nor any other officer or stock- 
holder of the Victorin nnd Sydney Rail- 
way are concerned in the transaction 
which I am now negotiating. 

Mr. Higgins also fears that there is 
no one to be responsible in case the work, 
is not carried on. He say.s that neither 
the trustee named in the agreement nor 
anybody else is liable. Ho cannot have 
grawped the meaning of the document iu 
question. It provides that a company 
shall he formed, and that when the com- 
pany is formed it shall take over the con- 
tract and become responsible for the con- 
ditions of the agreement with the city 
within six months, or else the concessions 
and bonuses awarded shall utterly fail. 
No work, of course, will be commenced 
until the company is formed. When the 
company Is formed it will be a railway 
corporation subject iu tht goucral law of 
the land. 

Mr. Higgins nlso fears that the proper- 
ty-holders and others adjoining the line ot 
road will be injured without any means 
of recompense. Again ho is wrong. It 
is not necessary that any such provision 
should be inserted in the agreement with 
tho city, for the general railway act 
makes ample provision for all such cases. 
The company to be formed is a railway 
company nnd a railway company must, 
before it begins construction, tender and 
pay compensation to all. persons whotsc

propertjr is taken or injuriously affected 
by the construction of the road. The 
company uiuist hie plans of their road, 
and before they begin eoustruetion are, 
obliged to tender aiueudn to any owner 
who is injured. If the person to whom 
the tender is made not tiiuislicd with 
the amount, a cheap and efficient mode 
of arbitration is provided for settling the 
dispute. If the company proceeds with 
its work before tendering or paying the 
nmouuf of compensation they may be re- 
strained by injunction. There in therefore 
no reason that the agreement should cou- 
ceru itself with the situation of the pro- 
perty holders along the Hue—their dam- 
ages will be assessed and paid really be- 
t'cre they are suffered, and should the 
company collapse, as -Mr. Iliggius affects 
to believe ii: will, those people will not he 
injured since they will be paid all their 
damageM in advance of the construction 
of the railway. 

But the company cannot "collapse" in 
the sense in which Mr. Uiggius uses the 
word. This again is another matter 
which is already provided for by the 
railway act. This road, when construct- 
ed, will be a railway connected with a 
Dominion road, and will come Tinder the 
provisions of the Dominion Railway Act. 
That act provided practically that a rail- 
way once built can never cease to ho 
operated as a railway. If it gets into 
dilliculticss it will pass either into the 
hands of the bond-holders, or a judg- 
ment creditor. Whoever gets the road 
must either run it or sell it. If it is sold 
under process of law to an individual and 
not to another railway company, the rail- 
way act provides that the person shall 
immediately notify the Minister of Rail- 
ways of his purchase, and of the plan 
of operation which he proposes to pursue, 
It its further enacted that in such a case 
the purchaser must at the next session 
of parliament apply for and obtain a 
charter for tiie operation of the road, and 
then the undertaking again becomes the 
work of a railway company and is .sub- 
ject to all the provisions of the act. Hence, 
ii is clear that Mr. Higgins is frightening 
himself with a shadow, when he supposes 
tor a moment that the company can "col- 
lapse," the road bed be torn up and 
carried away, and the streets and other 
property be left in the dilapidated and 
disordered condition which presents such 
a picture of misery to his sympathetic 
vision. 

He also refers to some of the published 
reports of my previous remarks, and I 
think not quite fairly seeks to put me in 
the position either of misrepresenting 
llie case, or being unable to un- 
derstand my instructions. In order to 
accomplish this he quotes two passages 
from two different reports of my speech 
v\ ithout giving any of the connecting sen- 
tences. Now, as to these reports, they 
do not either one of them pretend to ho 
a stenographic re-production of my re- 
marks. I was speaking without notes, 
and cannot now state the exact language 
which I used, but it is certain that I 
was not misunderstood by the audience 
who heard me. If you will remember, 
.Mr. Chairman, the next day when the 
council met, you stated that I had not 
satisfied the people that the Great North- 
ern were behind this proposition, and 
asked me if I could not get assurance to 
that effect from the railway company. I 
told you that I was going to Seattle the 
next day, and would confer with them. 
I did so, but was told that beyond what 
had been said nothing could be stated; 
that the Great Northern could not do 
more than agree to make a tralUc arrang- 
ment for handling the through business 
exclusively over the road in question, and 
that if the people of Victoria were not 
satisfied with that, nothing could be done 
except to drop the proposition entirely 
and seek some other method of carrying 
on the through business. Hut, sir, I do 
not think that when the whole report of 
my speech is read it bears the inference 
which Mr. Higgins seeks to draw from 
my remarks. lie says that I am reported 
to have said that the Great Northern 
were behind the scheme. While, sir, if 
I diil use those words, and I do not now 
remember that I did, in the sense in 
which they were used they 1 were entirly 
accurate, I had previously stated that 
the proposed connection was to be ob- 
tained through the medium of an inde- 
pendent company and that arrangements 
had been made by which all the trans- 
continental freight passing over the Great 
Northern for Victoria would be handled 
exclusively over the road in question. In 
that sense, and in that sense only, could 
the Great Northern Railway ho said to 
be behind the scheme, and surely it was 
not possible fur anyone to misunderstand 
a colloquial expression of that sort, hav- 
ing regard to tbe connection in which 
the language was used. As I have al- 
ready stated in the beginning of my 
[present remarks, we have; this arrange- 
ment fully completed; we have agreed 
for a traffic arrangement with the Great 
Northern Railway Company, which 
contemplates the handling of its 
freight over the connection which 
we build. The company cannot go 
further and are not disposed to 
make any other nrrangement, and, as I 
have already argued, the practical effects 
are all that Victoria can be reasonably 
request. 

In this connection, sir, I complain of 
the manner in which the telegram to Mr. 
Hill was sent. You Mr. Chairman, 
know that I was playing with all my 
cards upon the table; I was giving you 
frankly all the information which it was 
in my power to give, and yet an opportun- 
ity was taken when my hack was turn- 
el to send a misleading telegram to the 
president of the Great Northern Railway, 
not bona fide for the purpose of obtaining 
information, but with the object of gett- 
ing a reply which could he used as an 
election "roorbach" is employed, to stem 
the tide of popularity which was sweeping 
over the city in favor of the proposition 
vvhirli I had laid before the council. 
(Loud Applause.) 

In conclusion, I wish to gay that the 
proposed plan seems to me to afford all 
the advantages which can be gained by 



a ferry connection. It is' I believe, the 
first etep in that upward course which 1 
hope our city will pursue. When we es- 
tablish a ferry service and encourage the 
increase of traffic, we will be in a posi- 
tion to make a united stand for the im- 
provement of our harbor. The Domin- 
ion government cannot then refuse to 
give us facilities for the transfer of ocean 
freight which our situation will impera- 
tively demand; and so, step by step, we 
will proceed toward the accomplishment 
of the commercial prosperity which we all 
fondly hope is the destiny of Victoria. 
But, one step at a time. Ret us take 
advantage of the occasion which is now 
at hand, and bring into operation a meth- 
od of transportation which is bound to 
realize a present prosperity - and which 
seems to point the way to future great- 
ness. 

Mr. Bodwell resumed his seat amid 
loud and prolonged applause. 

Mr. P. S. Barnard followed. He said: 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
In appearing before you this evening to 
offer a few remarks, I do so with much 
diffidence and a good deal of reluctance. 
I say first with a good deal of reluct- 
ance, because 1 am fully aware of my 
own deficiency as a public speaker, and 
know that I can't do full justice to the 
subject; but I have been asked by sev- 
eral ratepayers who hud read some of 
my communications to the press, to put 
in an appearance this evening and reply 
to Mr. Bodwell. 

I say also with much diffidence, 
because in the first place I feel 
that I am at a great disadvantage in 
having to follow so eloquent and prac- 
tised a speaker as Mr. Bodwell: and 
secondly, because all opponents of this 
measure have been characterized by the 
papers, by some of the aldermen, and by 
a number of the supporters of tbe 
scheme, as belonging to one of two 
classes in the community— pessimists or 
one of those who are envious of and dis- 
like seeing anyone else better them- 
selves or make anything. 

Now, sir, I maintain that I cannot in 
fairness be placed in either category, and 
I appeal to those who have watched me 
and known my career, and I ask them if 
I have seemed to be a pessimist or to 
belong to that class who are envious of 
the success of others? I have lived here 
all my life, and for the past twenty 
years have been actively engaged in 
business, not only here, but in different 
parts of the province, and have, I think, 
shown as much enterprise and been quite 
as willing to take chances as'iimst of the 
citizens of Victoria. 

I say, sir, that besides "pessimists" 
and " mossbacks." as opponents of this 
scheme are called, then' is a third — and 
in point of number, much larger element 
—who may be included among its oppon- 
ents, and who may best be described as 
the party of " common sense." I don't 
think that there are many mossbacks or 
pessimists in the community — not more 
than the average number which will be 
found in every community — and I think 
that we are all one in being united in a 
desire to see something done to keep 
Victoria where she is to-tlny— in the 
front rank, ahead of her rivals. That 
j there should be a feeling of unrest and 
I a desire to outstrip still further our oom- 
' petitors in the race for supremacy is an 
excellent sign. I don't think that any- 
one present to-night is afraid of a Utile 
increase of taxation, I know that I am 
not. and I believe that a majority of the 
ratepayers of this city are quite willing 
to accede to on increase of taxation, pro- 
vided they are assured that in return 
' they will receive some benefits com- 
1 mensurate or in fair proportion to the 

amount contributed. 
! It is not the amount of subsidy in this 
' case that is objected to. It is the fact 
! that nothing in rctiwu or no equivalent 
j is guaranteed to the city by the promot- 
I ers of the scheme which we are here to 
hear discussed. Mr. Bodwell has stated 
| that a 20-knot ferry service could not be 
secured by the city for a subsidy of less 
than $00,000 a year. Well, sir. I say 
' better— far better— pay Soil, 000 a year, or 
even $100,000 a year, and have a con- 
1 neetion of some value to the city, rather 
| than even $5,000— let alone $15,000— for 
something worse than we at present en- 
joy. Victoria is prosperous and can nf- 
I ford to pay something hnnsdomc in file 
I way of assistance towards any project 
that will tend to advance her interests: 
j but she can't afford to throw away the 
sum asked by Mr. Bodwell. which she 
! will be doing if she votes Mr. Bodwell 
the subsidy ho demands. 

Sir: Mr. Bodwell, as I said before, has 
made a most eloquent and forcible 
speech, his oratorical gifts have shown 
to the greatest advantage, his flights of 
rhetoric have been immense, but, after 
all, what has he said? He has appealed 
to your sentimental side, as he himself 
admitted; he has drawn on his imagin- 
ation, and pictured to your minds what 
Victoria might be if she was actually the 
~terminus of a transcontinental railway, 
and ho has left it entirely to your imagin- 
ation to discover how all these beautiful 
things, which he has so eloquently de- 
scribed, are to be brought about. Mr. 
Bodwell began his masterly appeal to 
you by stating that he was here to dis- 
cuss a purely "business proposition" — but 
he evidently forgot that such was bis 
mission, for he never got down to busi- 
ness at all; lie has done nothing but work 
on your feelings by drawing wonderful 
pictures of what might be, without tell- 
ing you how these dreams are to be real- 
ized. 

Ladies and gentlemen, it is not the first 
time we in Victoria have been appealed 
to in the same way. 'No doubt when the 
promoters of the Victoria & Sidney rail- 
way were asking you to support the by- 
law brought down in aid of it, some one 
was engaged to work upon your feelings, 
and some one used just such nrguments 
as Mr. Bodwell has to-night, to induce 
you to give it your support. 

I was deluded with the rest of you in- 
to voting for that scheme, but I don't 
propose to he fooled a. second time, if I 
can help it. Mr. Bodwell's reference to 
I'ort Townsend was rather- an unhappy 
one. Port Townsend, with its magnifi- 
cent buildings, some finished and never 
occupied, others only half built and now- 
going to wreck and ruin, is the best il- 
lustration you can have of the result of 
half-hearted measures taken to make it 
the terminus of a transcontinental rail- 
way by means of a branch line built to 
connect it with the actual terminus. 

No doubt the citizens of Tort Towns- 



end were discoursed with by some one 
nearly us eloquent as Mr. Bodwell, nnd 
fully persuaded that the connection they 
were asked to subsidize would produce 
wonderful results. 

Then, again, we have Auacortes, on 
Ship Harbor, just 30 miles due east of 
us. Anacortes has just the same 
kind of connection with the trans- 
continental railways — only much more 
adequate, and obtained at a much 
less cost, because no ferry scheme enter- 
ed into the calculation — as it is proposed 
to give you by Mr. Bodwell and his 
friends. Virtually all the transcontinen- 
tal railways, including the Canadian Pa- 
cific, have for ten years past had an en- 
try into Anacortes over a branch line, 
built by that city. Where is Anacortes 
to-day? As dead as Pore Towusend, 1 
say. Some one interjects "Not so dead" 
Well, all I can say is that it is pretty- 
dead. 

Yes, with as fine a harbor as that pos- 
sessed by any of the Puget Sound cities, 
nearer the Pacific ocean than any other, 
and with practically all the transcontin- 
lu! roads connected with it, none of which 
had to build over wuter to reach it, there 
it is to-day, I say, dead? quite dead! 
Why are these places dead, Mr. Chair- 
man? Because, Sir, neither of them is 
the terminus of a transcontinental rail- 
way with all that the term "terminus of 
a transcontinental railway" is intended to 
imply. 

As I said before, Mr. Bodwell has 
sketched beautiful pictures, described in 
"hifalutin" language, but he has failed to 
show you how his scheme is to produce 
the results claimed. It is virtually admit- 
ted by Mr. Bodwell that for passeuger 
traffic" it can not be a formidable com- 
petitor with the other companies. I 
have a map here of Puget Sound waters, 
which I would like to use in explaining 
my argument. It is upon rather a small 
scale, but I will point out the different 
points in which we are interested in eon 
neetion with the matter before us. Ever- 
ett is just 00 miles from Victoria in an 
air line, and about 70 by water. Remem- 
ber that Everett is the objective point in 
against TO miles by water. Is it reasou- 
ett that the branch line with which Vic- 
toria is to be connected is built, and is 
i:i operation at present. That is to say, 
the Great Northern railway has a line 
running 110 miles north to a point on the 
Eraser river, just opposite New Westmin- 
ster. From this point it is proposed to 
build to the mouth of the Eraser, 
10 miles, from whence a ferry is to le 
operated to Sidney, a distance of 40 
miles; from Sidney into Victoria is 10 
miles more, making the distance from 
Everett by land and water, via New 
Westminster and Sidney, 170 miles, as 
against 70 unlets by water. It is reason- 
able to suppose that any passenger traf- 
fic either coming from the East bound 
for Victoria, or going from Victoria and 
bound for tho East, would go round 
about at much more discomfort and in- 
convenience rather than take a steamer 
operating direct between Everett and 
Victoria, or Seattle and Victoria. Is 
there a man in this audience who, if he 
intended being a passeuger over the 
Great Northern to some Eastern point, 
would think of travelling via Sidney anil 
New Westminster to reach Everett, 170 
miles, rather than take, a comfortable 
steamer, save time and money and go 
direct to Everett or Seattle? 

Eor these reasons I claim, sir, that as a 
transcontinental railway connection for 
passenger travel tho scheme must be u 
failure, and even its friends admit this 
argument unanswerable. 

We then next conic to the question of 
freight. One of the arguments used in 
its favor is that freight will be brought 
into Victoria in freight cars. Well,, I 
say that as this freight must puss 
through Everett, why not run it on to u 
ferry — a railway ferry — at Everett and 
send it across to Victoria? The dis- 
tance is only 70 miles by water, whereas 
if it is sent via Sidney it must undergo 
a further land haulage of 110 miles and 
a ferryage of -10 miles— or, as Mr. Bod- 
well interjects, 150 mill's anyway. It is 
claimed that there are a number of in 
dustries which could extend their opera- 
tions if they could ship their products in 
bulk in freight ears. Well, sir. the E. 
& N. Railway Co. are now ferrying 
freight cars across the Gulf of Georgia; 
why not bring cars over that line into 
Victoria. Another argument used in 
favor of this scheme is that 50 cents n 
ton wharfage is saved In the merchant 
I claim that this is only taking tin 
amount out of one Victorian's pocket 
and putting it into the pocket of another. 
We don't want— Mr. Bodwell surety 
don't want— to see our wharves fall into 
decay, Wharves are as necessary for a 
seaport to accommodate and encourage 
shipping as sidewalks, bridges and 
streets are to accommodate vehicular 
and other traffic. 

Mr. Bodwell has endeavored to wort 
upon your fears by drawing a supposi- 
tious case in asking yon to believe it 
possible that the C. 1'. It. contemplate 
establishing a ferry from Vancouver to 
Nanaimo; then, by acquiring a charter, 
to build a railway to the north end of 
the Island, and thus cut Victoria off en- 
tirely from the northern trade. To this 
I can only reply that we must give the 
C. P. R. people credit for being possessed 
with ordinary common sense, and for 
knowing what everyone with any know 
ledge of the transportation business 
knows— that it is im,tossible for railways 
to compete with water transportation 
when the latter is available. I say, sir, 
that there is very' much greater danger 
of Victoria being cut off from the north 
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ern trade by driving the C. P. N. Oo. 
away from us than from any other cause. 
I was told some time ago — before Mr. 
Bodwell's scheme had ever been mooted

A couple of weeks the Colonist 

•printed an item to the effect that Mr. W 
W. Stumbles, of the marine ami fluherle 
■department, was about to make an Invest! 
cation into suIddIbs matters. His iuforinii 
tlon was. that British Columbia was boln: 
unfairly discriminated acninst bv vessc 
■owners abroad when seeklnc for freiirht on 
the Pacific Const, but until lie had conmlet 
ed his Investigation he thought it better jiot 
to make anvthlnc nubile. When aoDrouebed 
ibv a Colonist reporter vesterdav. howevei 
-Mr. Stumbles, suld: 

"Certainly. a dlscrlinlatlon is made when 
chartorors desire to load In British Colum 
bla. I have seen charter nnrtles In which 
.a hlclier freicht has been charted than if 
the vessels were loaded In Puiict Sound 
.ports. The extra chiiriro Is eenerailr about 
;K> (.cuts nax thousand feet In lumber and 
'25 cents extra -.When coal is loaded In char- 
tered vessels. 

"You ina.v .not be aware that circulars 
lhave been .Industriously circulated In port 
to which British -Columbia and Pucct Sound 
■ex.uorts are ^hluoed. It is erroneously 
stated that hbjber ,nort char ires exist hen 
than in Wasblneton .state and Oretron. I 
have had an -onortunltv of comoarlnc our 
oor.t ehnrces with those on the other side, 
aad find that lf.all.Dort ehnrces and cost 
at supplies are summed uo British Columbia 
chsrL'es are somewhat less than on the 
other side. For instance, our pilotage li 
not so blurb when the serv ices of nliots an 
reuuirod. Tie oust of stanle articles of 
food Is slightly less, and there are some 
advantages which vessels have on this side 
not known on the American side. If vim 
take the sick mariners dues, which are only 
paid three times a year, if a vessel visits 
our ports that many 'times, vou will And 
that any number of the crew that are really 
sick may have medical attendance and 
maintenance until recovered. If a -vessel 
only enters these waters once a year she i 
not liable for more than two cents per ton 
registered tonnage. The harbor inastc 
dues are only on the largest vessel, and 
only paid twice a year, and this char;, 
may be far less, according to tonnage. The 
'shipping master charges 00 cents for ship- 
plug seamen to replace those thai may de- 
sert or leave the vessel. 

"The tonnage Js no greater if sailing 
vessels come to take cargo, and steamers 
have far less pilotage to pay when spoken 
or the services of a pilot made use of for 
piloting inwards or outwards. 

"In contrast with this, a tonnage charge 
of fifteen cents per ton, payable at the rate 
of three cents per ton, up to five times, 
!s charged In United States' ports. Euro- 
pean vessels and those coming from places 
south of England pay six cents per ton on 
entering. 

"So far as victualling ti vessel Is con- 
corned, prices of staples such as bread, 
ham, tea, coffee, bacon, butter, lard, jams, 
sugar, etc., are as low as In ports on the 
other side, and Pan Francisco, where many 
supplies are purchased nnd brought to Port 
Angeles and put on bonrd vessels. 

"Some of the advantages of loading ves- 
sels with lumber at mills on this side is the 



fact that tlie -stowage Is carcful-and lu somi 
instances known t,o me, one-fourth more 
cargo has been carried owing to the super- 
ior sawing and stowing, and this enables 
the vessels to earn more freight. Take 
vessels currying 1,000,000 feet of lumber, at 
30 cents extra freight this 'Would be $300, 
but the port charges could not reach more 
than $110 or -so, or the task of shipping 
imposed by -government regulations. The 
sum of $390 goes out of the pockets of the 
vessel owners in foreign ports, which Is not 
the case '-when vessels load In Sound ports. 

"It Is :ulso a fact that after vessels have 
loaded here at higher rate of freight, to 
cover alleged extra charge.!, they have pur- 
chased provisions and other stores In Unit- 
ed States' ports. Some unfair Influence, 
perhaps, Is the cause of this, but having no 
facts on the subject, I cannot make any 
definite statement. I have heard s< 
rensons given, which have their foundation 
Intact, no- doubt, but do not wish to assert 
anything that Is mere hearsay. 

"Every means, I think, should be taken 
to meet misrepresentation, and give our 
'merchants, shippers nnd others an equal 
chance to compete with our neighbors over 
the line In the matter of exports from the 
province. It cannot be done by legislation, 
as you cannot compel captains or agents to 
make purchases here, or brokers to load 
In our ports. The incorrect statements 
should be met by facts, which will plnct 
the •province on an- equal footing with Amer- 
ican ports." 



MB. PRICE'S REPLY.

Is inlsrco- 
reser-tlng me. ion us said ihnt we hail 
shipped preserves to u'rcnl I'-rliiiln. and on 
tills lie liases Ills urgtiim-ul that I am an 
illogical rensonor. 1 feci icrtaln ilwn Mr. 
Drurv would not be euiltv of inisuiiothii! me- 
ns I am u groat admirer of h.s mi 'us.- 
fairness on the o hit form, ami 1 dvc h'ni 
credit of mnklne a mistake. What I did 
say. and what i« -rcoorted in the Colon, 
lu renlv to the ouestlon: Have vou shinned 
fruit to tlie old country this year': Wc 
have shinned fruit to tlie old country the 
last three seasons. The Increasing amount 
under -cultivation makes It linoossible for us 
to takCiall that Is crown, and with profits 
jit the vanishing Dolnt. wo cannot expect 
to take ail that k: offered. 

Mr. Drurv savs that It is n good thliiL' to 
be able to exoort : so It Is. If at a profit. 
But the fact is that there was no possible 
chance to make disposition of tlie crops 
grown, and It was a case of taking a few 
cents a pound or nothing. On the Fiery 
Cross now lending at the outer wharf. Mr. 
B. P. Johnson, of Westholuie. has been 
oomoeTlod to shlD his croo of raspberries, 
why. because the cheap sugar market in tlie 
old land and the preserves shipped In hen.' 
under the preferential thrift' make It Im- 
possible to dispose of hlu croo to anv of 
tlie runners, and lie is compelled to sacri- 
fice it I -wish to state tills, as I believe 
that Mr. Drurv would not wilfully misrep- 
resent mv statement. 

The Times last evening found time to an- 
swer and criticize two of mv assertions. 
The Times suvs. In discussing mv conten- 
tion. Hint the ■preferential tariff was hilar- 
ious to tlie Industry that I trooresent. Un- 
fortunately for this contention. It happens 
that one of tlie authors of the tarllT was 
Hen. Win. Patterson, minister of customs, 
who Is himself a manufacturer along tlii- 
siiino lines ns Okcll & Morris, candles, for 
Instance, nnd I think lams and tellies and 
preserves etc. -are -produced bv rhc, establish- 
ment of Mr. Patterson. Now sir. tlie Times 
quotes Mr. Patterson as the minister ol 
customs nnd who Is one of the authors of 
tlie net. The Times Is correct In Its con- 
tention, "that It Is hardlv llkelv ithal the 
minister of customs would be so short- 
sighted that he would- do nnvthlnir that 
would affect bis interests detrimentally. 
But it Is a fact that shortly after passing 
tin' act Mr. Patterson found that the pre- 
ferential tariff cut olf all hopes of his con- 
tinuing the business at a profit, that he was 
compelled to close out this branch ol Ills 
business, and. consequently, discharge his 
pernio. Mr. Fullerton. who has represent- 
ed Mr. Patterson's firm for some time. IS 
now In the city; nnd can testify to tnis. 
So much for the Times contention, nnd It 
It proves anvthlnc. It Is that the honorable 
minister of customs showed a great lack of 
business tnet. and that he was the author 
or an act that was prejudicial to the indus- 

les of Canada.

that the Times claimed we should lo'ok for 
our supplies. 

This Is the reply to the criticism of tlie 
Times; and I would ask the Times to criti- 
cize those things It Is conversant with, and 
ret some one who understands how the pre- 
ferential works against the Industries to 
discuss the ouestlon. from a business and 
not a political point of view. 

It Is not mv Intention to discuss the 
effect of the tnriff as It affects other lines 
outside those wo are Interested lu. What 
does the Times sav to the position that the 
fruitgrowers find themselves placed In? 
What comfort does It offer to these men. 
who. nfter being Induced to put their 
money nnd vears of hard labor Into the 
soil, under a condition of things that was 
encouraging, see these conditions entirely 
changed, so that a particular party could 
give evidence of their loyalty?. 

What has the Times or its oartv to say 
to the fact that the Introduction of tlie 
change In the tariff Is bound to create a 
competition with foreign countries that can 
only be met bv working longer hours and at 
a rate of wages which will have to descend 
to the level of Chinamen? What Is the 
difference between Chinese labor here and 
labor as It Is paid In some of the oontluen 
tal countries? Does the Times wish to 
assert that there is on'.v the choice of meet- 
ing this eomnetltion by accepting the same 
rate of wages as is paid bv the cheap pro- 
ducing countries, or getting out of Canada': 

Claims are made by the Times and Mr. 
Drury Hint It Is a blessing to the people of 
Victoria: that the preferential tariff ha 
saved them S62.000. This. I assert. Is can- 
able of having a different construction 
placed on It than what the Times or Mr. 
Drurv claim Tor It. This $02,000 is sun- 
posed bv the Times to represent the amount 
saved. This Is a third of the amount dutl 
able on the goods missed through the cus- 
toms In October, three times SU2.00 Is $180. - 
OOo. which again -represents a third of the 
amount of the Snvolcc value of the good 
entered here, and which would represent a 
total value of snriS.OOO. over half a million 
In merchandise shipped Into Victoria, 
the worklngnien of Victoria understand 
what this means? It means that If the 
$358,000 worth of 'goods had been manufac- 
tured in Victoria we should have a eltv 
three times Its size, with three times the 
population, that our storekeepers would be 
three times as busy, and that there would 
be half a dozen railways coming Into Vic 
torla to take our goods out. Let Mr. 
Drurv or the Times answer this. What 
Victoria wants is more factories, busier 
workmen and more of them. We want more 
for out growing hoys and girls. We want 
the means to give them an education, and 
keep thorn good citizens of Canada. We 
want to keep our children In the Dominion 
Instead of their having to go over the line 
to seek employment. This Is n working 
man's ouestlon. and not n politicians' 
Cheap goods menu cheap labor. The ad 
inlttnnoe of the goods from tlie low wnce- 
pavlng countries means that our children 
will shortly he called to face the circum- 
stances that exLst in the overcrowded 
continental countries. "Cheap. Cheap. 
Cheap." seems to be the party cry. These 
people who tire always clamoring for cheap 
goods have come to British Columbia to 
take the high wages paid. Mr. Gordon 
Hunter s.alil last evening "The preferential 
tariff Is the first step towards free trade." 
Weil, free trade would not have a very bad 
effect on lawyers, for what have they in 
common with artisans? This is something 
for tlie worklngmen to think about. What 
Is tin- difference between having Chinamen 
hero and opening vour markets free to 
them. Is. as there Is no doubt there is. 
Chinamen an- a scourge to the country, 
would not tlie competition of these Orien- 
tals In open market be a still greater 
sconTge? 

The effect of the tariff Instituted bv the 
present government is. without doubt, one 
of the most ibiinat'lng to the many Indus- 
tries of Canada. Its effect must lie to re- 
duce the rate of wages paid or to lengthen 
tic hours of labor to that worked In con- 
tinental < ntrlcs. It would tend to de- 
prive Canadians of their pleasures, and of 
th" means Id' tilting th-lr children f°r the 
competition thevwould have to face Cheap- 
ness and low paid labor go hand In hanil. 
and I dare assert that there Is not tin nrtl- 
fim In Victoria who wishes to work for 
Faistem wages, let alone those paid ill some 
cities of tlie old land or continental coun- 
tries Mv content Inn Is Unit the tariff will

Aiuuiif,' the Tarious confident predic- 
tions which have been falsified by events 
in South Afiiea, none have been falsified 
more completely than those which fore- 
told that the destructive effects of mod- 
ern weapons of precision would be «uch 
as to render future wans impossible, 
'Many months will elapse, in all probabil- 
ity, before the medical department of

might both remain. The war confirms 
another duelling experience, for, when 
gentlemen wore swordi and used them, 
surgeons were more familiar than they 
have been of late years with the com- 
parative harmlessuess of cleanly perfora- 
ting wounds of the viscera or of the great 
cavities of the body. 

Practically the most distressing cases 
returning from South Africa are those of 
injury to important nerves. Nerves are 
bundles of fibre running approximately 
parallel to the length of the limbs and 
serving two principal functions— that of 
conveying sensation from the external 
parts to the consciousness, and that of so 
conveying the mandates of the will to the 
muscles as to bring about the perfor- 
mance of movements. Iu many eases 
iu which a big bullet would have smash- 
ed a limb and rendered amputation above 
the injury necessary, the small bullet 
passes through, leaving the bulk of the 
limb unhurt, but perhaps,, wounding or 
severing an important nerve. Even 
when such a nerve is not wounded it may 
afterwards come to be compressed 
bound down, by scar tissue formed dur- 
ing the process! of repair; and, howevei 
it is implicated, loss of movement, or par 
nlysis, with loss of natural sensation 
often attended by intense and long-con- 
tinued pain, is liable to be produced. It 
is nut always possible to determine by 
any external examination either the pre- 
cise nature or the precise seat of the in- 
jury, and many operations have been per- 
formed or attempted for the purpose of 
discovering the condition, and of recti- 
fying it if possible. Some severed nerves 
have been reunited, others have been re- 
leased from imprisonment and compres- 
sion and so forth; but the results of these 
operations, so far as they have at present 
been deelared, have not been encourag- 
ing. It fortunately happens, neverthe- 
less, that time has sometimes brought 
about recoveries iu cases which it first 
appear to have baffled surgery, and it 
reeover- 
ropoction, 

instances which the surgeon has al- 
ready placed the nerve in the most favor- 
able attainable conditions. Still, so far, 
the nerve injuries of the war have been 
more serious, more distressing and mora 
disabling than a large proportion of those 
which have been inflicted by modern wea- 
pons upon the organs which our forefath- 
ers were wont to describe as "vital."

Immediately the affair develops into a 
least magnificent enough for an old Ro- 
man banquet, hall. The women, im- 
ported from northern China for the occas- 
ion, station themselves behind the chairs 
of flu- guests and play stringed instru- 
ments, singing an almost continuous ac- 
companiment. Flower girls bearing! 
sweet blossoms of the lichee enter and , 
twine garlands across the tables, among 
chair barks, about the Hags and in the, 
loii- line of lanterns. 

The tables are rapidly spread wilh food 
and a strange mixture of Oriental and 
Occidental dishes it is. In addition to 
roast beef, ham, chicken, turkey ami mut- 
ton, are dozens of Chinese delicacies, 
curriit-i of every kind, sharks fins, jellied 
eggs, pickled fish, baked hedge-boar, 
spitted rice birds, drawn pelican meal, 
preserves of all sorts, maugoose, mangos- 
lines, paradise fruit and dozens of won- 
derful Chinese puddings.
